The insurgents have been concentrating two days before 
Angeles.

The Ten Additional Regiments to Be 
Landed at Manila by the Time 
the Dry Season Opens—Four 
Transports Chartered. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—Secretary 
Root has been in consultation with the 
Officers of the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment with a view to inspecting the 
movement of the Philippine reinforce- 
ments, and as a result he, this after- 
noon, directed that four additional 
transports be chartered. They are the 
Pueblo, Belgian King, Columbia and 
Charles E. Nelson. These four ships 
have a capacity of 2550 men. 

The Pueblo is now at San Francisco, 
The 
other two vessels are expected to ar- 
rive at San Francisco in about: ten 
days, and it is expected that all of 
them will be ready to sail for Manila 
by September 10. 

It is Secretary Root’s desire that the 
entire body of the reinforcements for 
Gen. Otis’s army may reach the Phil- 
ippines for service during the month of 
October at the latest, and he has been 
negotiating for additional ships. It is 
now believed that, all of the ten regi- 
ments will have landed at. Manila by 
the time the dry season opens. 

A short and successful campaign of 
this new army would, of course, obviate 
the necessity of sending any additional 
volunteers to the Philippines, and the 
plans under consideration at the War 
Department are said to be predicated 
on that idea, it being the intention that 
whatever troops may be recruited shall 
be held in reserve for possible contin- 
gencies.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 16.—Gaily 
dressed with lines of many-colored 
flags, the United States transport Ware 
ren arrived at this port at 5 o’clock 
this afternoon, having on board the 
First Colorado Regiment of volunteers, 
back from the campaign in the Philip- 
pines. | 

The regiment, commanded by Col, 
McCoy, returns with forty-six officers 
and 924 men, about 250 less than the 
number who sailed from San Francisco 
last year. Just before the regiment 
departed from Manila, thirty-five of 
the First Colorado Regiment enlisted 
in the Thirty-sixth Regiment of volun. 
teers, which was formed in the Phil- 
ippines. Two deaths occurred after 
the Warren left Yokohama. These 
were Private Ivan Tinnerholin, Co; H, 
and Private Lindsay, Co. L. Private 
Tinnerholin died of typhoid fever, and 
Private Lindsay succumbed to an at- 
tack of dysentery. The remains of 
these two soldiers were buried at sea, 

In addition to the Colorado regi- 
ment, the Warren also brought from 
the Philippines 129 discharged  sol< 
diers, comprising 50 from the Sixth 
Light Artillery, 50 from the Engineer 
Corps and 29 stewards and nurses from 
the various hospital corps. About forty 


of the men on board are suffering from 


dysemtery. Two of these are so seri- 
ously ill that they will have to be 
taken to the hospital as soon as the 
transport docks. These are Corp. De- 
mororse and@ Private Johnson. 

Brig.-Gen. Hale left Manila on the. 
Warren, but at Yokohama he left the 
transport and took passage in the 
steamer Doric. Capt. Booth, formerly 
of the Colorado regiment, but recently 
appointed to a commission inthe 
newly-organized Thirty-sixth Regi- 
ment, will spend three months’ fure 
lough at his home. Other returning 
officers on the Warren are former Maj, 
Young of the Utah Battery, now one of 
the Associate Chief Justices of the 
Philippines, and Capt. P. B. Strong, 
who was on Gen. MacArthur’s staff, 
and who is a son of former Mayor 
Strong of New York. His father and 
brother came here to meet him. Rough 
and perilous as was the trip from Ma- 
nila to Nagasaki, the remainder of the 
voyage was exceedingly pleasant. The 
men appear to be in fine form and good 
spirits, their appearance indicating a 
better state of health than has been 
shown by any of the regiments who 
have previously returned, with the ex- 
ception of the Pennsylvania boys. They 
have unanimously expressed their de- 
sire to be mustered out in San Fran- 
cisco. 

As soon as the Warren dropped an- 
chor in the bay, this evening, she was 
boarded by the quarantine officer. After 
his inspection was satisfactorily con- 
cluded the Colorado delegation, which 
had come to welcome the returning vol- 
unteers of its State, with Gov. Thomas 
at its head, went out in tugs’ to meet 
the transport. The meeting between 
the Governor and his party and the re- 
turning soldiers was enthusiastic, and 
all the steamers in the bay, as well ag 
every factory whistle in the city, tooted 
a joyous, though discordant greeting. 

ARTILLERYMEN PAID OFF.

a THE TESTIMONY. 


Treatment of the Prisoner and In- 
criminating Documents Discussed, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

RENNES, Aug. 16,—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.} The second ttrial by  court- 
martial of Capt. Alfred Dreyfus 
Was contiued this morning, Maj, 
‘Carriere, the representative of the 
government, having refused to agree 
to an adjournment of the case until 
Monday. The feature of the day’s 
proceedings was the story of the suffer- 
ings of Dreyfus on’ Devil's Island, his 
prison off the coast of French Guina. 
Dreyfus wept in court when the clerk 
read a document recounting the details 
of his incarceration. 

The proceedings opened with the ap- 
plication of M. Demange for an ad- 
journment. This was followed by the 
deposition of M. Guerin, the former 
Minister of Justice, who, however, only 
repeated the evidence he hod given 
before the Court of Cassation. 

M. Le Bon, the former Minister of 
the Colonies, a big, her-bearded man, 
then testified in justification of his in- 
structions to treat Dreyfus rigorously. 
declaring that the extreme stringency 
dated only from the time he thought 
an attempt would be made to rescue 
the prisoner. 

Col. Jouaust asked Dreyfus if he had 
any qusetions to put to witness, and 
he replied, in an emotional voice: ‘No, 
my colonel; I am here to defend my 
honor. I do not wish to speak of the 
atrocious suffering, physical and men- 
tal, which for five years, I, a French- 
man and an innocent man, was sub- 
Jected to on the Tle du Diable.” 

M. Demange asked that the official 
report of the treatment of Dreyfus on 
Ile du’ Diable, which was published 
in the newspapers last week, should 
be read. The clerk of the court did 
so, and in a sympathetic tone re- 
‘counted the harrowing tale of Drey- 
fus’s mental and physicol sufferings 
and inhuman treatment on the island. 
Deep-drawn breaths of indignation 
came from the hearers as the reading 
proceeded. Dreyfus at first watched 
the faces of the judges with his usual 
composure, but gradually, as the story 
proceeded, and incidents of his arvful 
existence were brought up before him, 
his eyes grew dim and tears elistened 
in his eyes and slowly trickled down 
his cheeks. Dreyfus could stand it no 
longer, and for the first time during 
his trial, gave way to his emotions 
and silently wept. The faces of the 
audience expressed sympathy with the 
prisoner’s emotion, and even the cap- 
tain of gendarmes, sitting beside Drey- 
fus, turned and gave him a look of 
unconcealed compassion. 

Gen. Mercier, who with M. Le Bon, 
Was seated in the front row, listened to 

_the reading of the report unmoved, 
while Col. Jouaust followed it with an 
air of forced tolerance. M. Le Bon aft- 
erward returned to the stand and added 
a few more words in justification of his 
conduct, and then Col. Jouaust ordered 
the next witness to be brought in. All

Gobert was leaving recommended him 
to observe extreme caution, as the gov- 
ernment was desirous of keeping the 
treason secret, dreading indiscretion on 
the part of the press, and, above all, 
on the part of Libre Parole, as the 
suspected officer was a Jew?’ 
M. Guerin replied: “I cannot affirm 
whether or not I received M. Gobert, 
but what I can affirm is that if he 
came I did not employ the language 
mentioned, and *I made none of the 
Statements he attributed to me.” 

M. Le Bon, formerly Minister of the 
Colonies, was then summoned to testify 
regarding his treatment of the prisoner. 
He said that when the Cabinet was 
asked ‘to intervene in favor of a re- 
vision he thought the Executive should 
not interfere with the judiciary, and 
his respect for the chosen judge was 
strengthened by his personal opinion of 
the culpability of the condemned. 
“On my soul and conscience,” de- 
clared M. Le Bon, “I say I regard the 
measures I took relative to the prisoner 
on the Ile du Diable as warranted, and 
if I had to repeat them, I would 


not hesitate.” 


M. Le Bon then explained the reasons 
for the rigorous measures 
Dreyfus. He said a certain telegram 
sent to French Guiana disappeared. It 
was tracéd out of France, but if it 
reached the English lines it disap- 
peared, showing, the witness said, that 
efforts were being made to enable the 
prisoner to evade the _ regulations. 
Rigorous, even painful, measures were 
therefore taken to prevent his escape. 
M. Le Bon therefore issued orders that 
if necessary the prisoner was to be 
fired upon. [Sensation.} 

Continuing, M. Le Bon said he also 
issued orders that only copies of the 


be delivered to him, the original being 
retained. The witness was informed 
August 1 that an American vessel 
passed the Iles du Salut, and orders 
were then issued that Dreyfus was to 
be shot on the slightest alarm. 
Referring to the Weyler forgery,

The prisoner uttered the words in a 
and with tremendous. en- 
ergy, which created a profound sensa- 
tion.

Col. Jouaust, addressing the witness, 
said: “‘We thought, madame, that your 
life. in common with your husband's 
had placed you in a position to give 
interesting. information.

Mme. Henry deposed that toward the 
end of, September, 1894, after dinner, 
one evening, her husband told her a 
paper had been handed him as being 
very important. Witness said. “As 
he did not return 1 retired about 11 
o'clock, and I asked him when he re- 
turned why he was later than usual. 
He undid a narrow, transparent roll of 
paper and said: ‘Here is a serious 
matter Whish I have been requested to 
investigate this evening.’ Shortly 
afterward he reéntered the room, hold- 
ing the papers and a letter which he 
had just pieced together. He placed 
them all in his hat in order not to for- 
get them in the morning. He left on 
horseback, as customary, the following 
morning, saying he had to. see Col. 
Sandherr oon as possible.’ 

“What was his impression on seeing 
the bordereau?”’ asked Col. Jouaust. 

The witness replied that Col. Henry 
did not Know the author of it, but said 
perhaps Col. Fabre or Col. d’Abbeville 
knew. Continuing, Mme. Henry said: 
“When my husband returned from the 
prison, after taking Dreyfus there, I 
asked him why he was on duty, and he 
answered: ‘I have just carried out the 
most painful task an officer can have. 
I have taken to the Cherche Midi an 
officer accused of the frightful crime 
of treason.’ Without naming Dreyfus, 


he added: ‘I beg you not to speak of it 
for some time. He is an unfortunate 
fellow.’ ”’ 


“In the letter your husband wrote 


you before his death,” said Col Jou- 
aust, “he used the words: ‘What a 
misfortune to have met such a 
wretch?’ ”’ 


To this the witness replied: ‘‘No, he 
did not say that. He said: ‘You know 
very well in whose interests I acted,’ 
meaning that he acted in the’interests 
of the country. He used to say to me: 
‘For thirty-three years I have never

“Never,” replied Mme. Henry. 
Mme. Henry, before conciuding, re- 


turned to the subject of the forgery. 
She evidently thought she could ex- 
onerate her husband by saying he be- 
li¢ved he was justified, in the inter- 
ests of the country, in inserting in 
the secret dossier new and convincing 
material, proof of which had reached 
him verbally a few days before. Turn- 
ing to M. Demange, the witness odded: 
“You understand "what I meant?” 

“No,” promptly replied the counsel 
for the defense. 

In answer .-to question of Col. 
Jouaust, Mme. Henry declared she did 
not Know the name of the person who 
had given her husband this verbal in- 
formation. On leaving the witness-box 
Mme. Henry looked sternly at the 
prisoner. 

Gen. Roget followed. He traversed 
the old ground, giving his reasons for 
his conviction of the guilt of Dreyfus. 
He declared there wags no charge 
against Esterhazy, with the exception 
of the resemblance of his handwriting 
to that of the bordereau. Moreover, he 
added, there had been @ new fact since 
the judgment of the Court of Cassation, 
namely, Esterhazy’s confession that he 
wrote the bordereau. But, he added, 
Esterhazy advanced and withdrew his 
confession intermittently. If Esterhazy 
had rendered services to the Intelli- 
gence Department, there would have 
been traces of them in the cash . book. 
But no money had been paid Esterhazy, 
though even supposing he worked out 
of pure benevolence, he would have 
been paid. Yet there was no trace of 


“such payments. Esterhazy had said he 


wrote the bordereau under the orders 
of Col. Sandherr. 

“But,”’ declared Gen. Roget, “I, who 
know Col. Sandherr well, declare it is 
false. ‘Col. Sandherr was absolutely in- 
capable of such an order. EI add that it 
is inadmissible, because Col. Sandherr 
was the last person to know of the ex- 
istence of the bordereau, which was 
received fn the ordinary way. This bor- 
dereau was handed to Col. Henry and 
was brought by him to the Intelligence - 
Department. It was shown to others 
by Col. Henry after he had pieced it 
together. Col. Sandherr only saw it 
later. 

“Esterhazy has also said the docu- 
ment was stolen from an embassy and 
brought by « porter. It is false to say 
the Intelligence Department ever had 
any relations with a porter of that em- 
bassy. It is possible Esterhazy is pre- 
paring some surprises for us between 
now and the end of the trial. They 
won’t disturb me any more than other 
surprises.”’ 

Referring to the question of the com- 
plicity of Henry and Wsterhazy, the 
witness said: “If Henry had been the 
accomplice of Esterhazy how can it be 
admitted that he himself brought the 
bordereau, which might havee caused 
him to be suspected, to the Intelligence 
Department?” 

Gen. Roget spoke for three hours 
without adducing any new facts, only 
reiterating in the most forcible terms 
what has been bandied abeut_in the 
anti-Dreyfusard press for a year past. 
The most interesting part of his testi- 
mony was his attack on Col. Picquart, 
which will undoubtedly lead to the con- 
frontation of the two men. 

Gen. Roget treated Dreyfus without 
merey, both in words and attitude. In 
fact, it seemed at times as though he 
would provoke the prisoner into strik- 
ng him. The general’s manner was 
most passionate. In his outburst at the 
end of the testimony he wttered the 
most ruthless attacks with the air of 
one. delivering a pleasant Sunday- 
school address, leaning over the front 
of the witness rail, sipping from a glass 
of water, wiping his lips and mopping 
his brow with perfect self-satisfaction. 
But again and again he would half 
turn in his chair and, pointing nis 
finger at Dreyfus, would repeat some 
cruel accusation, at the same time fix- 
ing his eyes on the prisoner, his head 
inclined forward like that of a cobra 
waiting the moment to strike. Drey- 
fus was not effected and steadily re- 
turned his gaze, sometimes throwing @& 
glance at the president of the court, 
as though sppealing for permission to 
reply. Ones, when Gen. Roget had 


flung one of these darts, he stopped | 


and deliberately paused. One could 
see the firein Dreyfus’s eyes and in his 
tightly-clenched jaws could be divined 
the struggle that was going on within 
him. The captoin of gendxrmes, 
seated beside Dreyfus, watched him 
clogely. 

The seconds passed like hours, and 
the spectators held their breath. Gen. 
Roget scemed purposely to prolong the 
silence in order to make a deeper im- 
pression. It was a perilous moment, 
but Dreyfus won the battle over his 
passions, ond when Roget's voice was 
at length heard again, every one knew 
the danger was passed and a deep- 
drawn sigh of relief came from the 
audience 

The general discoursed lengthily on 
the famous scene with Col. Henry in 
the office of M. Burtulus,- the examin™® 
ing magistrate, and said M. Bertulus 
asked Henry to inform the witness, 
that he, M. Bertulus was a friend of 
the army, and begged the witness to 
call and see how he would communi- 


cate the result of his conversations 
into “Blanche” and “Speranza”  for- 
geries. 


‘In reply,” said Gen. Roget, “I said: 
‘When you see M. BertuJus you will 
thank him in my behalf. Tell him the

Pays, on 
which M. Bertulus largely founded his 
conviction of the guilt of Henry, owing 
to the mention in them of the name of 
a spy “Richard,” at Cuers and Basle, 
where it was well known spies were 
in the habit of meeting. Then the gen- 
eral tried to refute M. Bertulus’s state- 
ments, declaring that Henry brought 
three of these documents to the War 
Department, and that they did not 
contain the mention of Basle or Cuers, 
as stated by M. Bertulus. ‘The latter, 
however, has already shown before 
the whole Court of Cassation that 
while he was mistaken in saying the 
words appeared in those dvcuments, 
they did not appear in other papers 
Seized at Mme. Pays’s residence. 

Gen. Roget, who was becoming more. 
and more excited, frequently wiped 
perspiration from his brow and moist- 
ened his lips with water. At this point 
the general thought it desirable to 
make a declaration ‘that he did not de- 
sire it to be said that he questioned the 
good faith of some witnesses who had 
been heard. He added: “I make this 
‘statement .so that there shall be no 
misunderstanding, and in order that 

words may not be misinterpreted. 


Meovertheldte their testimony is open to 


criticism, even as our utterances are 
criticised.” Continuing the witness 
said: 


“M. Casimir-Perier deposed before 
sador called to make official denial of 
the statemgent that important docu- 
ments wete found at his embassy. The 
Ambassador, however, knew it was a 
fact. But admitting that he did not 
know it, there is nothing in the occur- 
rence, in view of the facility with 
which ‘Attaché A,’ (don’t mention his 
name, as the Minister has forbidden it,) 
allowed compromising letters to lie 
around. I read one such letter which 
was very compromising to a person 
whose name I cannot mention. Why, 
therefore, did not the bordereau go 
astray?” 

The general insisted upon the truth 
of the statement that Military At- 
tachés “A”’ and “B,’’ under which let- 
ters he referred to Col. Schwartzkoppen 
of the German Embassy at Paris, and 
Maj. Panizzardi of the Italian Embassy 
at the French capital, at the time 
worked together almost daily, and he 
quoted a passage from a ietter ex- 
changed between them ag follows: ‘M. 
Hanotaux, the sly fellow, is glad that 
the embassy js denying. The embassy 
must deny.” 

In the same document, declared Gen. 
Roget, was a name written, and the 
name, he asserted, was that of Drey- 
fus. The name of Esterhazy, he added 
was not found in any of the documents, 
none of which could be ascribed to 
him. with the exception of the Petit 
Bleu, which Col. Picquart discovered 
in such an extraordinary manner, The 
witness then said he felt great uneasi- 
ness in regard to the document con- 
taining the words ‘Cette canaille de 
D——.”” A certain millitary attache, said 
the general later on in his testimony, 
informed Col. Sandherr that there was 
some one who imitated his handwrit- 
ing perfectly. The name of Dubois, 
the witness said, was in the correspond- 
ence of the military attaché. Col. 
Dubois, the general explained, was an 
“unfortunate officer,” whe futilly tried 
to sell the secret of the smokeless pow- 
der used in the French army. 

“If,” said Gen. Roget, ‘‘no other per- 
son can be found to whem the initial 
D’ can apply, to whom does it then 
apply ?”’ 

As he made this remark, the witness 
aced about and lookec fixedly at the 
prisoner, who, however, ° merely 
shrugged his shoulders. 

“Now,” continued the general, “the 
explanations furnished on this point by 
M. Trarieux (former Minister of Jus- 
tice) troubled me somewhat, but I don’t 
insist.”’ 

Here Gen. Roget paused, the excfte- 
ment under which he was laboring be- 
ing almost uncontrollable. In a thick, 
choking voice, he continued: ‘‘And yet, 
in the presence of disinterested testi- 
mony like mine, you will not allow 
preference to be shown to the evidence 
of persons who have benefited by trea- 
son” 

At this point the general broke down 
and tears streamed down his cheeks. 
Resuming his testimony, the general 
set to work in an effort to prove the 
guilt of Dreyfus. He declared there 
were traces of treason in every para- 
graph of the bordereau, and that Drey- 
fus alone. not Esterhazy, could have 
been acquainted with the plans it con- 
tained. He criticised the deposition of 
Maj. Hartmann of the Twenty-second 
Artillery in regard to this point. 

The witness then traversed the old 
ground, trying to prove that Dreyfus 
alone was aware of the secrets of the 
new artillery guns; of the plans for the 
concentration of troops, and the con- 
tents of the firing manual. He then en- 
deavored to show that Col. Picquart 
had recourse to fraudulent methods, 
with the intent of incriminating some- 
one other than Dreyfus, and declared 
Picquart spent: f.100,000 with the object 
of organizing a campaign of surveil- 
lance of ‘‘an unfortunate officer who 
was guiltless.” This f.100,000, he ad- 
mitted, was a reserve accumulated by 
Col. Sandherr, by strict economy, from 
the funds at the disposal of the War 
Office. This reserve had entirely disap- 
peared. 

In response to gestures of contra- 
diction from M. Demange, Gen. Roget 
admitted the figures quoted were per-. 
hars exaggerated. ‘The witness next 
accused Col. Picquart of suppres 
documents tendimg to compromise 
Dreyfus. As the general was evi- 
dently greatly fatigued, Col. Jouaust 
suggested that he continue his testi- 
mony tomorrow. The colonel] then ad- 
dressed the prisoner, asking him if 
he had anything to say in reply to 
Gen. Roget. Dreyfus replied: 

“No, my colonel! It is frightful that 
day ofter day, for hours, I should thus 
have my heart, my soul and my very 
entrails torn without being permitted 
to reply. «It is a terrible torture to 
impose upon an innocent and Joyal 
soldier! It is a frightful thing; ?fright- 
ful! frightful!’’ 

This outburst caused a srealt sensa- 
tion. The audience, profoundly im- 
pressed, began to applaud, but the ap- 
plause was quickly suppressed. 
~ (ol, Jouaust pointed out to Dreyfus 
that he had been given an opportunity 
to speak at the end of every deposi- 
tion, and that the court would con- 
tinue to give him such opportunities. 
The court then adjourned. 

As the prisoner passed out in front 


of the seats asigned to the representa- 
tives of the press, his face was pale, 
but animated. He seemed to be in 
a state of great nervous excitement, 
and in a furious temper. 


GUERIN 18 OBDURATE. 
Anti-Semite Leader Says He Wilt 
Starve Rather Than Yield. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

PARIS, Aug. 17.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.} M. Joseph Lasces, anti-Semite 
and anti-Revisionist member of the 
Chamber of Deputies for Gers, and M. 
Masard, managér of the Patrie, held a 
consultation today with Premier Wal- 
deck-Rosseau's secretary in behalf of 
M. Guerin, president of the anti-Semite 
League, who, with sympathizers, has 
been barricaded since Saturday in the 
offices of the league, regarding terms 
under which the latter would surrender. 

The secretary said it was essential 
that the law should be upheld, but that 
the government was as anxious as the 
mediators to effect a bloodless arrest.

CATHOLICS AROUSED. 


Their Festival Was Partly Sup- 
pressed Because of Dreyfus. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

RENNES, Aug. 16.—[ Associated Press 
Copyright, 1899. By Atlantic Cable.] 
Vain have been the attempts of the 
police to seize the man who shot M. L2- 
bori in the back. The whole country 
has been scoured for him, but as all the 
country folk refuse to give information 
or only speak to mislead, the police will 
probably go on searching fruitlessly. 

The Catholic feelfng of the whole dis- 
trict has been aroused against Dreyfus, 
and runs higher than ever since the 
archbishop issued a pastoral anhnounc- 
ing that no open air procession in\honor 
of the Virgin must take place at the 
Festival of the Assumption. He has 
ordered the clergy, in the interest of 
peace, ta confine the procession to the 
cathedral and other churches. The gen- 
eral conclusion deduced from the epis- 
copal pastoral has been that the Drey- 
fusards, who are either Jews, free- 
thinkers or blasphemers, intend to in- 
sult religion and breed disturbances. 

The actual seriousness of M. Labori’s 
state was hidden in the hope that the 
trial might be adjourned pending his 
recovery. It was rather an unreason- 
able expectation, however’ desirable 
from the view-point of the defense. M. 
Demange’s application for an adjourn- 
ment was roughly dismissed. Mme. La- 
bori, to show that her husband was 
recovering rapidly, attended the Session. 
She was severely disappointed at, the 
news she had to convey, and she said 
he would be even more So. 

Tod@ay’s witnesses were Senator 
Guerin, who was Colonial Minister at 
the time Dreyfus was sent to Cayenne, 
Mme. Henry, widow of the suicide, and 
M. Le Bon, who was Colonial Minis- 
ter for more than two years, and who 
ordered the palisade of high fence to 
be placed around the hut on the Tle du 
Diable. Guerin was a provincial at- 
torney in Carpentras, where they know 
nothing of the Dreyfus case, except 
what they have learned from the pa- 
pers. I happen to know that he W's 
acquainted with the prisoner's late 
father, who was naturalized a French- 
mon in 1873, at Carpentras, where two 
of his three daughters have since mar- 
ried. This, possibly, accounts for the 
tone of kind feeling in M. Guerin’s 
deposition. 

Mme. Henry, dressed in deep mourn- 
ing, came from the conyent where.she 
is staying. She says her age is 26 
years. She is commonplace and Vvul- 
gor, and shows in her figure and com- 
plexion, that she shared the good cheer 
of which the late Lieut.-Col Henry 
was so fond. 
in her evidence. I noticed two lies, one 


was that she saw Henry one 
night at the. dinning-room ta- 
ble pasting the bordereau on 


a sheet. of gummed paper and that 
it was torn in small fragments. Now, 
the photograph I was shown of it—the 
photograph which was done for the 
Intelligence Department—shows it was 
simply torn half-way across and was 
not in fragments. 

The other lie was that Esterhazy 
was not known to Henry before the 
Picquart duel, but she afterward ad- 
mitted that Henry knew Esterhazy 
many years previously in Tunis. She 
was scarcely audible, but !{t hardly 
mattered, as she delivered herself of a 
lot of fustian about Henry’s patriotism 
and devotion to the army. 


TAKING UNFAVORABLE TURNS. 


Labori Has Fever and the Court- 
martial is Relentless. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 

RENNES, Aug. 16, 5 p.m.—[By At- 
lantic Cable.] The correspondent of 
the Associated Press has just returned 
from a visit to M. Labori, who is ly- 
ing at the residence of Prof. Basch, an 
old rambling house situated in a walled 
garden on the outskirts of Rennes. 
He found, unfortunately, that the 
wounded lawyer was worse. A slight 
fever has returned. Mme. Labori is 
beginning to feel the effects of the 
nervous shock and fatigue. 

-M. Hill, secretary of M. Labori, said 
it had been thought inadvisable to in- 
form the patient today of the refusal 
of the president of the court to adjourn 
the session, in view of the counsel’s 
condition. The decision of Col. Jouaust 
not to adjourn the court has ereated 
a very bad impression in Dreyfusard 
circles, and pessimistic vredictions are 
being made as to the outcome of the 
trial. It is pointed out that the de- 
cision of the members of the court not 
to adjourn, being unanimous, shows 
that not one of the judges is well-us- 
posed toward the prisoner. 

The general impression left by to- 
day’s proceedings is unfavorable, ow- 
ing to the absence of such cross-ex- 
aminations as M. Labori would have 
given MM. Le Bon and Guerin, and 
owing to the fact that Gen. Roget's 
testimony received no reply. 

3:30 p.m.—The folowing bulletin has 
just been issued: 

“The condition of the patient is sat- 
isfactory, in spite of slight fever. The 
X-ray has shown the bullet traversed 
the skin, subcutoneous cellular tissue 
and muscles around the spinal column, 
flattening against the right side of 
the fifth or sixth dorsal vertebrae.” 

The bulletin was signed by the four 
doctors in attendance upon M. Labori. 

M. Mathieu, brother of Capt. Drey- 
fus, visited the wounded man this 
morning. Finding him to be pbrogress- 
ing favorably, M. Dreyfus said: “Well, 
mon brave, the revolver did not seem 
to have done you much harm.” 

“Oh,” replied M. Labori, smiling, 
“revolvers aré no use against me. I 
am too big. 
to do me much harm.’ 

This is a striking illustration of M. 
Labori’s pluck and cheerfulness in 
spite of the ogony.-he..is undergoing. 
The Premier, M. Waldeck-Rousseau, 
has telegraphed to the sufferer 
pressing his sincere grief and hopes 
of his recovery.

WISCONSIN’S FIGUREHEAD. 


Splendid Bronze Badger Cast for 
the New Battleship. 

[A. P. EARLY MORNING KEPORT.] 

CHICAGO Aug. 16.—A delegation of 
Milwaukee gentlemen including Bat- 
tleship Commissioners Blythe and Rey- 
nolds and Kupper of St. Paul, was pres- 
ent at the casting ofa bronze badger for 
the battleship Wisconsin. The badger is 
four feet long, and is in a crouching 
attitude as though guarding a shield 
on which is emblazoned the great seal 
of Wisconsin with the words, ‘“For- 
ward” in a conspicuous position. On the 
reverse side are an anchor and plow of 
the State seal. 

The entire piece is cast of bronze from 
broken Spanish guns captured during 
the war and taken to Washington. The 
weight of the casting when finished will 
be over twelve hundred pounds, the 
badger weighing 400 pounds. The em- 
blem of the State will be placed on the 
forward turret of the battleship, be- 
tween the two large guns, when ’the 
ship is sufficiently near completion.

Close Call for Two Trains Yesterday

at Armory Point, a short distance north 
of Benicia. A special train bound west 
and timed to arrive at Suisun at 2 
a.m., had orders at Elmira to meet the 
east-bound freight at Benicia.

The trains came 
within close proximity without strik- 
ing. The avoidance of a disastrous 
collision is regarded as nothing short 
of a miracle. Vose states that he for- 
got to deliver the order, and realizing 
his grave mistake, at once telegraphed 
his resignation to the company.

RELIEF FOR PORTO RICO. 


Gen. Davis Supplying All Accessible 

Points With Stores, 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—The ap- 
palling conditions existing in Porto 
Rico were made more fully known to 
the War Department today by Gen. 
Davis in a dispatch which says the 
deaths outright in the island will reach 
2000, while many are dying daily from 
injuries and privations. Gen, Davis 
adds: 


“Dry split. peas are very acceptable. 
Canned peas involve too much trans- 
portation in proportion to nutriment, 
but can be used near seacoast, although 
there is much destitution in the in- 
terior, and deaths are occurring fronr 
lack of food. Will not be possible to 
reach those points with packs before 
next week, for in many cases the roads 
and rails are so destroyed that only 
men on foot can get to and from those 
districts. The stores coming on Mc- 
Pherson will be in time. I am supplying 
most pressing needs at all accessible 
points with stores now on hand. 

“So great is the destruction of roads 
that there is no communication yet With 
one-third of the island. The command- 
ing officer at each of twelve posts is 
inspector of relief for this district, and 
he has detailed a man in every mu- 
nicipelity, collecting data and relieving 
most pressing needs. I have furnished 
each inspector with similar funds, and 
given authority to issue food from army 
supplies. One soldier died of injuries; 
others injured will recover. 

“A great many wagons are  over- 
turned and broken, but all are being 
repaired. Many thousands private cat-— 
tle and horses have been drowned. 
The larger part of deaths are those of 
natives, from drowning.” 

RECORD OF RUIN. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from San Juan says that 
communication with the distressed dis- 
tricts is still only partly open. Arecibo 
was devastated by the hurricane and 
later was flooded by the Arecibo and 
Manito rivers. Two hundred bodies 
have already been regained and hun- 
dreds more are missing. It is thought, 
they were swept into the sea. The 
town was flooded to a depth of six 
feet. 

After the water subsided the dead 
were found lying everywhere. The 
bodies were buried on the spots where 
they were found. The towns were 
rapidly filling up with starving per- 
sons from the country. Only four sol- 
diers were drowned, but all are th- 
out shelter. Capt. McCombs and\ h 
men did valiant service in saving 7 
man life. Forty persons were rescued 
from floating wreckage. A thousand 
head of cattle were lost there. | 

At Narazito twenty persons are 
known to have been killed. A thousand 
ere homeless and starving. Morabis 


is totally destroyed. At Cialas twenty 


persons were killed. Many are missing 
at Barcelinota. Several residents were 
killed. At Cayey the death roll is at 
least ninety. 

It is impossible to estimate the loss 
of life and property in the country dis- 
tricts. Every river is still swollen and 
passage is well nigh impossible. The 
crops are totally destroyed. Children 
are dying by the hundreds from starva- 
tion and exposure. All the people are 
flocking to Bayamon for food and 
shelter. 

A courier has just arrived from 
Yabucoa. He says that the town was 
demolished by the _ storm. Already 
eighty bodies have been recovered, and 
it is estimated that two hundred per- 
ished. Many are wounded. Medical as- 
sistance is scarce in all parts of the 
island. What makes the present dis- 
tress greater is the fact that a month 
ago all public improvements were 
stopped owing to the lack of appropria- 
tions. A renewal of public works 
would be a great joy. Many planters 
and merchants are ruined and cannot 
give employment. 

Gen. Davis says the latest reports 
show the distress to be greater than 
he had anticipated and expands over 
the whole island. He is doing every- 
thing in his power to alleviate the suf- 
fering. Mayaguez is suffering but 
slightly. Many vessels in the harbor 
are ashore.

Atlantic Squadron Shortly Be- 
fore Reaching New York—The 
Army’s Part in the Celebration.

NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—A special. to 
the Herald from Weeningtqn says that 
orders have been issued‘ by Acting 
Secretary Allen to Capt. Robley D. 
Evans, who commanded the battleship 
Iowa during the war with Spain, di- 
recting him to confer with the Dewey 
Reception Committee of New York and 
with Rear-Admiral Sampson respecting 
“the home coming of Admiral Dewey. 
Rear-Admiral Sampson has been di- 
rected to prepare a programme for the 
ships of his squadron in the reception 
of the admiral, which will be formally 
approved by the department. Admiral 
Sampson is also expected to confer. 
with the Reception Committee of New 
ptork, so that there may be no confu- 
sion. 

It seems to have been finally decided 
that the North Atlantic squadron will 
not go abroad to meet the Olympia, 
but that the admiral will be requested 
to send to the department before leav- 
ing the Azores notice of the exact 
route which he will ‘take in crossing 
the Atlantic, so that Admiral Samp-

COL. WARING’S ASHES. 


Remains of Famous New Yorker Lie 
Among Pauper Dead. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.]

George EB. Waring, the famous engi- 


neer, who died last year from yellow 
fever, and whose body was cremated, 
were lying unclaimed:among those of 
the pauper dead at Swinburne Island. 
The announcement came ag a rather 


York, who {dolized Col. Waring during 
his life, and who raised $100,000 for his 
family after his death. Health Officer 
Doty, who has charge of: Swinhurne 
Island, and is therefore custodian of 
the little urn of ashes, makes this ex- 
planation of the case: 

“Yes, I have the ashes of the late 
Col. Waring, and am keeping them 
here until they are called for by some 
member of the family. After the body 
was brought here and cremated Mrs. 
Waring said she did not know what 
to do with the ashes, and asked me to 
keep them until she found a place for 
them. ,The metal case containing, 
them has been kept with those of the 
victims of contagious diseases who died 
and were cremated here. I suppose 
the latter will eventually have to be 
moved or thrown away, but, of course, 
if anything of that kind had been con- 
templated we should have notified the 
members of the Waring family.” 

Col. Waring went to Cuba last year 
on a mission for the government, and 
contracted yellow fever while in the 
discharge of his duties. He returned to 
New York and died late in October. It 
is probable that unless the Waring 
family acts the public will make some 
fitting disposition of the remains.

The mail-delivery feature was added 
through Williom G. Edens, superinten- 
dent of free delivery system for. the 
Western States. Mr. Edens has wit- 
nessed several tests of horseless car- 
riages made for the purpose of dem- 
onstrating théir usefulness in handling 
the delivery and collection of mails, 
and he soys that he has been encour- 
aged by the results to believe that it 
will not be long before the automobile 
will be used in large cities by the Post- 
office Department.

THE WATER QUESTION. 


[Advertisement. ] 
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Very few of the citizens and voters of th's 
city seem to realize what the present con- 
ditions are and what their vote in favor 
of the water bonds wil mean. The most 
important fact is that the city does nct 
propose to purchase the entire works which 
are at present serving them with water. 
Theso works ore complete tn themselves and 
& money-earning proposition from the start. 
That part of the works which it ts proposed 
to purchase by the voting of these bonds 
is the part inside the city limits, leaving a 
greater part of the system, including the 
large Bellevue reservoir and conduit leading 
to Crystal Springs, also the conduit lead- 
ing to the Buena Vista reservoir, together 
with the Crystal Springs property, tunnes. 
flumes and rights of way, altogether cut of 
consideration. 

It is the plan of a ecterie of city officials 
to replace this part of the works by - 
provements upon the head works site which 
they have recently acquired. This is theory 
and not a fact, and it is doubtful if by 
this means even with a large expenditure 
of money, sufficient water could be pro- 
cured for the supply of the city. What the 
object is qf these people in thus excluding 
important parts of the present works, and 
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attempting others, can only 


be guessed at. is certain that they 
have no desire to attempt in any way to de- 
crease the taxation in thie already over-taxed 
city. The plain business proposition which 
would be followed in a private business, 
would be to coffer the water company such a 
sum os would embrace the value of the en- 
tire works which are now serving the city 
with water, and which ore amply fulfilling 
their duty. 

Water controversies such ag we are having 
now, are not entirely unknown in this coun- 
try, and among them, the most celebrated 
is the Kansas City case, The same con- 
ditions existed in Konsas City as at pres- 
ent exist in Los Angeles, with the exception 
of a few minor peints. The city authorities 
attempted the same mode ef unfair proced- 
ure toword the water company. The mut- 
ter* was taken to the courts, and for three 
com- 
missioners being appointed to valus the 
works. During these three years not a 
single improvement was made to the works 
by the City Water Company. The matter 


finally reached the United States Circuit: 


Court, presided over by Justice Brewer, who 
gave the company three million dollars for 
their works, an award which was entirely 
satisfactory to them, and much above the 


sum the city had aprraised as the value of 
the syetem. | 

There is no reason to suppose otherwise 
than that the Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany can obtain the same justice in the 
courts that the water company in Kansas 
City did, and that is certainly what they 
will attempt to obtain. It, therefore, be- 
comes impertant for every voter to realize 
what his vote means, and that by following 
the lead of this Small coterie of city offi- 
cials, he is laying the foundation for long 
litigation. By not voting the bonds, and 


meeting the water company in a fair busi- | 


ness-like way, much more can be acccm- 
plished than by voting them. 

It is certain that even if the bonds are 
financed, which fact is extremely doubt- 
{ul, the money will lie in the treasury for 
a long time awaiting ths decision of the 
courts; the patient tax-pnyer will be paying 
the interest on the money as well as one- 
fortieth of the principal each year, thus 
greatly increasing the present tax rate, as 
the city officials themselves acknowledge. 

The matter is not a political one, but 
will be decided by each voter iniependently, 
and it should be treated by each citizen ag 
a plain business proposition, in the same 
way as he would conduct his own private 
business affairs. _.

MRS. HUXLEY’S CASE. 


Four Men Had a Reasonable Doubt 
and Huns the Jury. 

Mrs. May Huxley was on trial before 
Justice Austin and a jury yesterday on 
a charge of stealing two pairs of shoes 
from Cummings’s shoe store on South 
Broadway. 

On the evening of July 22 Mrs. Hux- 
ley entered the store and asked a clerk 
to change a pair of shoes for her. On 
being handed the shoes the clerk noticed 
that. the price tag was still intact, and 
Suspected that the shoes had been 
stolen, as it is customary to remove 
the tag when shoes are sold. 

An officer was called in and another 
pair of shoes was found under Mrs. 
Huxley’s cape. She insisted that her 
brother had purchased the shoes dur- 
ing the afternoon, and she was told to 
bring him. into the store to identify the 
clerk from whom he had _ purchased 
them. She went out, and soon returned 
with a man who pointed to one of the 
clerks as the one from whom the shoes 
had been purchased, but the woman 
was sent to jail on a charge of petty 
larceny. 

At her trial yesterday the woman re- 
iterated her story, calling the man her 


brother, but the prosecution introduced 
evidence to show that such was not the 
case, and that while in jail the woman 
had written him an endearing note, 
promising to marry him as soon as she 
got out of her trouble. 

The man, who is about 50 years o!d. 
and generally goes by the name of 
Warren Putnam, although he is also 
known by the name of Carpenter, went 
on the witness stand and testified that 
he did not buy the shoes, and knew 
nothing whatever about them. He 
even denied that, on the night of Mrs. 
Huxley's arrest, he had pretended to 
identify the clerk from whom the shoes 
had been purchased. although three of 
the clerks testified that he did do so. 

The case took up the entire day, with 
the exception of the time occupied by 
the Police Court business, and at 5 
o’clock p.m. the jury retired. It was 
expected that one man would hang the 
jury, but when the talesmen returned 
into court at 9 o'clock last night. and 
reported that thev were unable to 
agree upon a verdict. it Wwas ascer- 
tained that they stood 8 to 4. As there 
was no hope of an agreement being 
reached, the jury was discharged.

What will prove to be one of the 
most important pieces of'mining work 
lately undertaken im thé northern por- 
tion of California is in the. decision of 
the owners of the Mariposa grant tc 
develop its mineral resources. This 
grant is believed to contain one of the 
most valuable sections of the mother 
lode, besides a network of, rich tribu- 
tary vein. In reference to this, the 
San Francisco Chronicle says: 

“Litigation has kept the grant closed 
for over 4 quarter of a century, and its 
minero! wealth has been undisturbed 
save in a minor way, through the sur- 
repititious operations of poaching 
prospectors. Fiich croppings on the! gold 
veins intersecting the grant have been 
on alluring attraction to many a hard- 
up prospector, and the temptation to 
rifle them und risk arrest by the guard 
so as to secure a stake for prospecting 
legitimately elsewhere, has been often 
irresistible. It has been @ common 
practice to poach on these veins when- 
ever the opportunity afforded, and ail 
the residents of the border territory 
have been in the secret and winked at 
the offense Now litigation is at an 
end, the titles to the grant have been 
permanently settled, and the veins are 
to be worked by a rich syndicate. The 
workings of the grant veins will be 
Sure to advance Mariposa _ several 
notches in the list of gold-producing 
counties.”’ 

CHLORIDE CAMP, ARIZONA. 

An important strike is reported in 
the Mint mine, near Chloride, Arizona.

CALUMET AND HECLA COPPER 

MINES. 


President Agassiz of the Calumét and 
Hécla Copper Company of Michigan, 
makes public some interesting facts re- 
garding the properties of that company. 
He says: “During the past year (ended 
June 30, 1899,) we produced mineral 
equal to 44,450 tons of fine copper. For 
the previous year our refined copper 
product was 45,194 tons. The price of 
copper has varied from 12 eents to 18% 
cents per pound.

FACTS ABOUT THE REGION BUT 
LITTLE KNOWN.

A Place of Gloom, Mystery and 
Danger—Land Company’s Glow- 
ing Prospectus—Trinidad a Lone. 
some. but Most Healthful City. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


TRINIDAD DE CUBA, July 18.—Thanks to 
American newspapers, the world has lately 
become well acquainted with Havana in the 
west, Santiago in the east, Cienfuegos and 
Matanzas in the middle, the New York, San 
Francisco, Philadelphia and Chicago of 
Cuba, but to this day few people know much 
about the country between those widely sep- 
arvted cities. It is hard to realize that #te 
Pearl of the Antilles stretches over three and 
a half degrees of latitude—forther thon the 
distance between New York and St. Louis, 
Philadelphia and New Orleans, San Fran- 
cisco and Dehver. Harderyet is it to realize. 
the difficulties of traveling through the in- 
terior—the impossibility of making the entire 
journey overland, from oné end of the isiand 
to the other. Spaniardy and Cubans seem 
to have considered the waterwoys of their 
forefathers good enough for all time to come, 
and there hag never been any connection, 
except by boat, between the eastern and 
western cpg of the country. In all this 
rich territory there are but four good roads, 
and they léad only a few milés out of HMa- 
vana. The eastern half of the island, with 
its rugged mountains, full of minera‘s, ex- 
tensivé forests and pathless jungles, has no 
public highways worthv the name, the few 
countryward routes being meré mule traiis, 
and poor ones at that. Since the war, how- 
ever, «0 American syndicate has investi- 
gated the feasibility of a railway iine be 
tween Santiago and Havana, and reported 
favorably; therefore the time is at hand, 
maybe, when locomotives will rush. shriek- 
ing from end to end of this sleepy land, con- 
necting forgotten towngs and villages like the 
beads of @ rosary, on strings of steel. 

As yet the greater part of Cuba resemb'‘es 
the ‘“‘Héart of Africa’ in one particular—that 
it remains a terra incognita, concerning 
which any wild story, well told, gains ready 
credence. Even during the war, when the 
eyes of all nations were turned this way, 
only occxsional scraps of information found 
»p their Woy from the southern ports, leaving 

the whole vast interior, with its trage@ies 
of murder, starvation and wanton destruc- 
tion, buried in: impenetrable silence. In this 
region of glocm and mystery, of which Trin- 
idad is the southern outlet, and Sagua la 
Grande the northern, I have been spending 
the last few weeks, for the purpose of tell- 
ing The Times al! about it. Santa Clara 
Province is the very heart of Cubs, and was 
once the garden spot of the world, before 
those destructive ‘‘patriots,”’ Gomez fod 
Moceo, overran it with their negro rabble, «1 
michete, and converted $6:400:,000 worth of 
Srowing cone into drifting ashés. Today 
little is left but the royal palms, standing 
like plumed sentinels amid the dead. In a 
hundred miles of the richest territory, not a 
house ner a human being is seen.

Columbus sailed 
into its bay and named the three peaks of 
the overshadowing mountains “El Trini- 
Diego de Velasquez founded the 
town, (in 1515:) Don Luis’ Bassecourt 
achieved here his famous victory § over 
three British men-of-war, after three days 
of. hard fighting; and the English coreair, 
Grant, drove out all other pirates in the 
year 1702. For two hundred years the lo- 
cality suffered con#®nuously from piratical 
attacks, and countless bloody traditions 
are connected with the Vale of the Holy 
Trinity. Indeed, it is sald that the richest 
citigens of the place are descendants of 
the old sea-robbers and cut-throats, who 
turned respectable When piracy went out 
of fashion.

In the aristocratic quarter the casas are 
mostly of stone, and some of them are very 
imposing. with arched entrances and much- 
bestuccoed facades. Interiorally, they differ 
from those of Havana by having no dividing 
walls between the rooms—onl? the kitchens 
and sleeping apartménts being partially par- 
titioned. The rest are a geries of open 
arches—vast, high-ceilinged expanses, afford-. 
ing free circulation of air and magnificent 
perspectives of marble floors, rich frescoes, 
mirfored panels and tasteful furnishings. 
There are two or three third-class hotels in 
the town and more than a baker's dozen 
mesones. It is to be hoped that you will 
not be left to the tender mercies of any of 
them, having brought letters of introduction, 
The citizens are proverbially hospitable, and 
to them the visit of a foreigner, fresh from 
the outer world, is a godsend. The only 
drawback to the place is its extreme loneli- 
ness, and the feeling it produces in the 
stranger of complete isolation from his kind. 
Surely, this is the heart of the land ‘“‘wherein 
it is always afternoon!’’ Everybody seems 
to sleep through the hours of sunshine. Take 
a long walk at mid-day, even through the 
business portion of the city, and you will 
meet only here and there a Iozy donkey or a 
sleeping dog—not & human creature in sight. 
except, at rare intervals, a sandaled servant 
shuffling along the shady side of a wall. 
The nearest approach to life and gayety in 
Trinidad is seen on Thursday evenings and 
Sunday afternoons, when the ‘‘retreta’’ takes 
place in the Plaza Carillo. The b'e square 
in the middle of the town, opposite the Gov- 
ernor’s residence, is a beautiful place, and 
in some respects differs from ony other plaza 
I have seen in Cuba. In the center is a large, 
dome-like arbor, covered with vines and 
roses, from which stone walks radiate like 
epokes in a wheel, all bordered with flower- 
beds and shaded by ornamental foliage. 
Around the outskirts of this park extends a 
broad stone promenade, or ‘‘paseo’’ in local 
parlance, which’ is separated from the main 
garden by a fanciful iron railing, and from 
the street by a low stone coping. A pro- 
fusion of gas lamps affords brilliant illumina- 
tion and the effect is beautiful at night, amid 
the dense green foliage, when bands play 
and youth and beauty throng the paseo. 
The Campo del Marte is another fine, laree 
plaza near the southeastern end of the town, 
with barracks and drill-ground for the large 
Spanish garrison that used to be maintained 
here. The most attractive resort in the place, 
to my fancy, is the point known as the 
‘Watch Tower,’’ sevegal hundred feet above 
the town, where the /old Ermite de la Popa 
(‘Hermitage cf the Pope’’) clings like a 
bird’s nest to the mountain side. It is easily 
reached on horseback, or in a volante, by a 
rustic road winding under pines and palms, 
past stray;-thatched huts ard the great mili- 
tary hospftal. To go up, at either end of the 
day, to see the sun rise above the incom- 
paroble valley of the Holy Trinity and il- 
lumine the heights that encompass it, or 
sink to rest among the ereen cays of the 
western ocean, is worth having heen born.

THE PESKY SKEETER. 


HE IS RESPONSIBLE FOR THB 
SPREAD OF MALARIA, 


This Conclusion the Result of Scien«~ 
tific Investigation at Johns Hop-« 
kins University—Confirmed by 
Observation and Experience of 
Other Scientists,

BALTIMORB (Md.,) Aug. 8.—The 
Johns Hopkins Hospital laboratory is 
one 'of the finest equipped institutions 
of its kind in the country, and it is in 
charge of the. most skillful men to be 
had. Just now the scientists in this in- 
stitution are trying to prove that the 
mosquito—that pestiferous little insect 
that thrives in the East and that the 
West knows not of—is responsible for 
the supread of malaria. Now malaria 
is one of the meanest diséases knowm 
to man. It makes one shiver on a hot 
day and feel mean on any sort of day. 
It gets into the system and stays there 
for weeks. Quinine pills are the regu- 
lar medicine, and quinine pills are al- 
most as bad as the disease itelf. It. 
has been discovered that mosquitoem® 
have malaria nearly all the time, an 
are constantly in a condition of shakes. 
This has been proven by microscopio 
examinations. If they really do have 
malaria all the time it is little wondey 
that some people get it from them. 

The scientists of Johns Hopkins have 
entered into this investigation in the 
most peculiar way. Mosquitoes, are to 
be found plentifully in the low lands 
along the Potomac River. The scien- 
tists go into the low lands on hot daya. 
and let mosquitoes light on them. 
Then they catch the insects in little 
glass testing tubes—the capture being» 
effected while the mosquito is stinging 
the investigator—and take them to tha 
hospital. At the hospital the mosqui- 
toes are kept in little glass cages, 
where they will live for several daya@ 
if let alone. But they are fed malaria 
germs from the hospital stock of choic 


germs. Then the next step is to wat 


and see what happens. The scientists 
have found thus far that as soon as 
these germs reach the stomachs of the 
mosquitoes they multiply with aston- 
ishing rapidity. This is ascertained by 
killing the mosquitoes after a germ diet 
of from one to ten days, and making 
an examination of the stomach. Ope 
germ fed to a good, healthy mosquito, it 
has been fownd, will in the course of w 
very few days, produce many hundred 
other germs, and these, in turn, go on 
producing germs till the mosquito Is 
nothing but malaria and his sting upor 
a human being is very apt to bring on 
a case of malaria. In other words, tha 
mosquitoes are malria germ-breeders, 
and they feed their germs to persons by 
injecting them into the flesh when they 
sting. 

But the investigation proceeds ever 
a little further than this. When the 
scientist gets his mosquito and gets 
him fairly loaded with malarial germs, 
the next thing to be proven is whether 
the mosquito has the power of inocu< 
lating persons or living things with 
these germs. The scientists have ara. 
rived at the conclusion that the mo< 
squito has this power, and the tes® 
was made on a common black crow. A, 
germ-laden mosquito was placed under: 
the feathers of a crow. The mosquito 
stung the crow and there was a slight, 
swelling, as there usually is when 
mosquito stings anything. Pretty soo 
the crow had malaria. 

Dr. William S. Thayer has prepare 
a paper on this interesting subjec 
and in the paper he Says: 

“Mosquitoes invariably exist in ma< 
larial regions, and the malarial fevers® 
are now more prevalent at those per- 
iods: when mosquitoes. are most 
abundant: they are especially numer- 
ous in the regions about swamps and 
marshes, where the danger of infec< 
tion is greatest. In a malarious region 
there is greatest danger of infection 
at about sundown and at night, but 
sundown and night are periods when 
mosquitoes are most active. The dan« 
gers of infection are greater near the 
ground than in elevated positions, bat, 
the mosquitoes are more active ands 
numerous near the ground. The dan<« 
ger of infection is greater on quie 
nights than in windy weather, but! 
wind is particularly unfavorable to thet 
operations of the mosquito. 

“Emin Pasha was so convinced that 
the bite of the mosquito played am. 
important part in the etiology of ma" 
larial fever in Africa that he always 
traveled with a mosquito net, and es 
caped the disease. Bignami, further, , 
has noted that in certain parts of Italy& 
where workingmen liye conicak. 
huts, with a hole at the top, throught 
which the smoke of their little fireg 
passes, are usually free from the dis 
ease, while those about them may b 
almost universally affected. Of cours 
the presence of smoke is one of the. 
Surest protections against mosquitoes. 

“Koch, who last year devoted somes: 
months in Africa to the study of ma«j 
loria, was stréngly impressed/ with! 
the probability of this hypothesis. He 
says: ‘The more I study this disease: 
the more I incline toward the opinion’ 
that the transferrenca of malaria by 
means of the mosquito is the maine! 
probably the only, method. Wherever 
one goes he finds tropical malaria and 
the mosquito present together. On thaj 
east coast of Africa there are several’ 
places that are free from the disease. 
One of these places is the Island off 
Chole, which lies at the southern ex-'! 
tremity of the Island of Mafia. This i 
the only place on the coast where 
could sleep without a mosquito net, I 
the mountains malaria stops at the very, 
point where no mosquitoes are to be, 
found. Indeed, malaria diminishes with. 
the mosquitoes. At those times of tha’ 
year when there are many mosquitoes,! 
malaria is more severe.’ ii 

“The natives of Usambara Mountaim 
often acquire the disease when they 
descend into the lowlands. They believe 
it to be due to the bites of the mos- 
quitoes, and call the disease by*the sam@ 
name which they give to the mosquito, . 
‘nbu.’ 

The Johns Hopkins scientists hava} 
arrived at a conclusion about malaria,’ 
It is this: That malaria cannot be ac-~ 
quired by drinkinig impure water or 
by eating impure food, and that it can- 
not be acquired by inhalation or 
through the pores of the skin. There- 
fore they believe that every mosquito 
bite is on injection of malaria germs. 
Some people do not mind mosquito bites 
at all—the bites cause them no pain 
and there is no swelling. Such people 
do not have malaria, which is another 
peculiar feature of. this. interesting 
study.

FORWARD TO VICTORY. 
‘The brief address of the President 


-at Cliff Haven, Lake Champlain, on 


Tuesday, expressed a great deal in a 
few words. It was not a set speech, 


_ carefully thought out beforehand. The 


President, according to his own state- 
ment, had not intended to say a word, 
but was impelled to speak, briefly, by 
reason of the splendid demonstration 
of good-will and patriotism which his 
presence brought forth. 

The President said, with truth, that 
whatever the government of the 
United States has been able to accom- 
plish, when confronted with the great 
issues of the past few months, has been 
accomplished because “the hearts of 
the people were with the government 
of the United States.” We were, in 
point of fact, a united people through- 
out the grave crises of the war with 
Spain, and the events immediately fol- 
lowing it, in the Philippines. We are, 
today, in all essential respects, a united 
people in support of the policy which 
the government has pursued in the 
treatment of the Philippine problem. 
There is some apparent disaffection, 
but it is apparent rather than real. 
The opponents of the administration, 
as regards this question, are a great 
deal mcre noisy than numerous. And 
the weak point of their contention is 
that they have no adequate remedy to 
offer for tho alleged ills of which they 
complain, and have nothing remotely 
resembling a definite policy which they 
dare offer, seriously, as a substitute 
for the policy which the government 
is at present pursuing, under the mas- 
terly guidance and direction of the 
President. These would-be critics of 
tho administration are merely fault- 
finders, “kickers,” and chronic grum- 
blers, who represent no considerable 
proportion of the American people. 

Thess words cf the President are 
worthy of repetition and remembrance: 

“Our patriotism is neither sectional 
nor sectarian. We may differ in our 
political and religious beliefs, but we 
are united for the country. Loyalty to 
the government is our national creed. 
We follow, all of us, one flag. It 
symbolizes our purposes, our aspira- 
tions: it represents what we believe, 
and what we mean to maintain, and 
wherever it floats, it is the flag of the 
free, and hope of the oppressed; and 
wherever it is assailed it will be car- 
ried to triumphant peace. We have 
more flags here than we ever had be- 
They are in. evidence  every- 
where. I saw them carried by little 
ones in your lawn, and as long as 
they carry these flags in their little 
hands there will be patriotism in their 
hearts. That flag now floats from the 
homes of millions, even from 
places of worship; it is seen from our 
schools, from our shops, the factories, 
the mining towns, and it waves from 
the camp of the pioneer in the distant 
outpost and on the lumberman’s hut 
in the dense forest. It is found in the 
home of the humblest toiler, and what 
it represents is dear to his heart. Re- 
bellion may delay, but it can never 
defeat its blessed mission of liberty 
and humanity.” 

Wherever our flag floats, “it is the 
flag of the free, the hope of the op- 
pressed; and wherever it is assailed, 
it will be carried to triumphant peace.” 
In this declaration is found the i:scy- 
nyute cf the Philippine situation, and 
tie Fkuiesident’s policy as applicg 
thereto. Our flag has been sailed, 
and the foremost duty of the govern- 
ment is to carry it to triumphant 
peace in the face of its assailants. Al] 
other issues are subordinate to this— 
the vindication of our national honor 
and the defense of our flag. 

When this object shall have been 
accomplished, through victory leading 
topeace, the questicn of the permanent 
disposition of the Philippines can be 
taken up and disposed of by Congress 
and the Executive. But the para- 
mount duty of the present is to see 
that our flag is “carried to triumphant 
peace’’—and that is the work which 
ur valiant defenders in the Philip- 
pines are doing, and doing weil, _

THE MONETARY STANDARD. 

W. J. Bryan, in a speech at Des 
Moines, Iowa, on the 15th inst., de- 
clared that— 

“The 6,500,000 Democratic voters of 
the Democratic party of 1896 were for 
silver. The 7,000,000 Republican voters 
were for a platform which called for 
international bimetallism. Only the 
Palmer-and-Buckner voters were for. 
the gold standard—less than 1 per 
cent., yet now the Iowa Republican 
platform goes a step farther and is 
mainly for gajd alone. Moreover, the 
Republicans threaten to retire the 
greenbacks, though they have never 
been before the people on that issue.” 

The.statement that “the 7,000.000 Re- 
publican voters were for a platform 
which called for international bimetal- 
lism” is not true in an unqualified 
sense. The monetary plank of the Re- 
publican platform called for adherence 
to the single gold standard, in the in- 
terest of both safety and expediency, 
unless it should be found safe and 
practicable to establish a “double 
standard,” or bimetallic system. One 
of the supposedly strong arguments 
employed by Mr. Bryan and his polit- 
ical associates in the campaign of 1896, 
in favor of the silver standard, was the 
alleged fact that the Republican plat- 
form pronounced outspokenly for the 
single gold standard. This indictment 
wes in substance true. The Repub- 
lican platform declared in effect that, 
while an earnest effort should be made 
to ascertain if it were possible or prac-. 
ticable to establish a bimetallic stand- 
ard, the gold standard should, in the 
mean time, be consistently and firmly 
maintained by the government in all 
its transactions. 
The Republican party stood firmly 
by this platform declaration through- 
out the campaign. Upon that platform 
the party won a magnificent victory, 
receiving the indorsement.of the peo- 
ple by a popular majority of about 
half a million votes. Since taking con- 
trol of the administrative branch of 
the government, the President and his 
subordinate officials have consistently 
adhered to the letter and the spirit of 
the platform upon which they were 
elected. The gold standard has been 
meintained without hesitation, while 
an earnest effort has been made to as- 
certain if “international bimetallism’’ 
were possible or practicable. — 

The results cf the investigations 
made in the Jatter direction have not 
been encouraging for the cause of so- 
called bimetallism. They have stead- 
ily tended, rather, to show that the 
gold standard is in all respects prefer- 
able to any experimentation in the di- 
rection of a “double standard”’—a 
term, by the way, which is very de- 
ceptive, for the reason that there can 
be, in reality, but one standard of val- 
ues. Tho theories of the so-called bi- 
metallists, and of the more radical free- 
silver advocates, have been shown, by 
the logic of incontrovertible facts, to 
be false in many particulars. The 
single gold-standard cause has gained 
incomputably in strength during the 
past three years, through the discus- 
sions and the investigations which 
were started in 1896, by reason of the 
free-ccinage plank inserted in the Chi- 
cago platform, and the zeal with which 
the supporters of that platform sought 
to sustain its contentions. In propor- 
tion the gold standard has gained, the 
cause of bimetallism, a “double stand- 
ard,” and free silver coinage, has lost 
ground. Silver standard — nations 
throughout the world have abandoned 
that standard, or have signified their 
intention to do so, and today the gold 
standard is firmly established as the 
accepted policy of nearly every nation 
of consequence on the face of the globe. 

In view of these facts, it is probable 
that the Republican national platform 
of 1900 will declare unconditionally for 
the single gold standard, as the wisest, 
best, and safest financial policy that 
can be devised by man. Upon such a 
bold and unqualified declaration of 
principles the party could go into bat- 
tle wifh an almost positive assurance 
of victory. The position could be de- 
fended by an impregnable array of 
facts and figures, against which the 
theories and the denunciations of our 
opponents would be hurled in vain. We 
should have the prestige of accom- 
plished results as a basis of argument, 
and the irresistible logic of common 
sense in support of that argument. 


In one of his recent harangues, 
Bryan declared that prosperity in the 
United States “did not set in until six 
months after the election (of 1896,) 
when the Klondike gold mines began 
to be heard from.” Alack, and alas!

not cnly throwing light upon the occu- 
pation of the farmer, but is elevating 
his occupation in the eyes of the peo- 
ple. In the early days of the world’s 
history the cultivation of the soil was 
considered the most honorable busi- 
ness that man could be engaged in, 
and before long we may again come 
to a similar point of view, which is 
quite reasonable, when we consider 
how everything ultimately depends 
upon those who till the soil. 

Among the helpful and _ uplifting 
agencies in this country which have 
been of great assistance to the tiller 
cf the soil, is the Department of Ag- 
riculture, whose, chief was lately in 
California. The bulletins issued by 
the Department of Agriculture hav3 
been growing more practical from year 
to year, and are better appreciated by 
those fer whom they are prepared. An- 
other valuable feature of farm educa- 
tion is that furnished by the agricul- 
tural colleges connected with wuniver- 
sities scattered over the country, with 
classes ranging from 200 to $00 in num- 
ber, and aggregating 30,000. The full 
course in agrieulture in one of these 
colleges covers four years, and z2rad- 
uates are being turned out at the rate 
of 8000 a year. From this source we 
may expect to see some remartable 
developments of agriculture during the 
next few years. 

There is no section of the Union in 
which science can be of more practical 
value to the tiller of the soil than in 
Southern California, where th2 prod- 
ucts that may be profitably raised are 
so wonderfully varied. Southern Cali- 
fornia should take the lead in appreci- 
ating and spreading the development 
of science as applied to the cultivation 
of the soil. * 


EASTERN FARMERS AND THE ARID 
WEST. 

The price of commodities depends 
upon two factors—supply and demand. 
It would seem that some of the op- 
ponents of national irrigation forget 
this and lose sight of some other well- 
established facts. When the great 
Middle West ‘was opened for farming 
some fifty years, ago, New England 
cried out that she would be ruined, 
and many a farm, indeed, was given 
over to scrub second growth wood. 
However, as a Harvard statistician 
has pointed out, and proved by figures 
and reports covering a long period, 
there has never been a time when 
farming, properly carried on in New 
isngland, has not paid a fair return 
for the capital and labor invested. A 
fair return is all any man can ask. 
The farmer or fruit-grower who ex- 
pects to be protected so that he can 
make enormous profits on his particu- 
lar product must know that such pro- 
tection is not for. the general good 
any more than an unnecessary tariff 
on manufactured articles. If it could 
have been proven that the average or- 
ange orchard yielded $500 or more an 
acre, yearly net profit to the grower, 
no import tariff could possibly have 
been obtained. Exceptional cases 
prove no rule, and every one who 
has studied the situation knows that 
the orange industry must be protected 
if-the average grower under ordinary 
conditions of soil, climate, water and 
weather, is to reap a fair return for 
his capital and labor. So the Middle 
West farmer cannot object to the 
opening up of new land in proportion 
to the increase of the national popu- 
lation and expansion.of our national 
market. Above all, he cannot be im- 
pressed too strongly with the fact 
that it is a land of homes, not farms, 
which national irrigation will open 
up; so that the result will be an in- 
creased demand for eastern farm 
products, rather than a greater supply 
of them in the world’s markets. 

Tun has repeatedly pointed 
out the fact that there is no danger 
of the products of irrigation. compet- 
ing with the grains of the eastern 
farms. Pioneers are seldom capital- 
ists, and the class of men who make 
the most successful farmers are not, 
the ones who can pay the cost of long 
transportation from the East, a high 
price for land, and wait several years 
for crop returns. The price of land 
must be made low, security of both 
land and water must be guaranteed 
by the government, and then, and 
then only, will the arid regions be 
covered with homes and the congested 
centers of population be relieved. © 


The enforced absence from the Drey- 
fus trial of M. Labori, chief counsel for 
the prisoner, has deprived Capt. Drey- 
fus of his ablest champion, and it is 
feared by his friends that this weak- 
ening of the defense may prove fatal 
to the prisoner’s cause. While the 
murderous attack upon Labori_ will 
naturally create public sympathy for 
Dreyfus, it may nct have any such 
effect upon the court. The latter has 
refused to grant an adjournment of the 
case until Monday and the trial will 
have to proceed without Labori. It is 
hard to understand how the court can 
justify its action in refusing to grant 
the desired continuance in so urgent 
an emergency. Dreyfus was not given 
a fair trial before, and it begins to 
look as though the injustice done him 
in the former trial may be repeated, 
in part at least, in the trial now in 
progress. If so, the trouble has but 
just begun.

MAJ.-GEN. OTIS. | 
The President Will not Recall the 
Philippine Commander, 
[Special to the Indianapolis. News.] 

WASHINGTON (D. C.,) Aug. 5.— 
Those who watched the successful war- 
fare waged by the press of the country 
for the retirement of Secretary Alger 
are now speculating as to what will be 
the outcome of the war started by the 
newspapers to bring about the recall 
of Gen. Otis. The President is in no 
mind at present to recall him. This can 
be stated positively. The official an- 
nouncement from the War Department 
that the President had recently cabled 
to Gen. Otis expressing confidence in 
his campaign is one evidence of the 
President’s attitude in the matter, but. 
more conclusive is the private dispatch 
received today from Gen. Harrison 
Gray Otis, from Los Angeles, in which 
he declares positively that Gen. Elwell 
S. Otis vill not be recalled from the 
command at Manila.» The California 
editor who gives this information is 
not a relative of the commander at Ma- 
nila, but they are very close friends, 
and campaigned together. 

When Gen. Harrison Gray Otis was 
in Washington recently he went care- 
fully over all the details of the Philip- 
pine campoign with the President, and 
gave the latter certain information 
which he desired concerning Gen. E. 8. 
Otis’s conduct of the campaign. The 
information given to the President by 
Gen. BParrison Gray Otis is responsible 
for the President’s: present determina- 
tion to keep the present commander at 
Manila. 

[Gen. H. G. Otis says the foregoing 
dispatch attaches undue importance to 
his action and his influence in this mat- 
ter. Independently of any information 
given by him to the President concern- 
ing military affairs in Luzon, the Com- 
mander-in-Chief approved the course 
of the able and distinguished Military 
Governor in the Philippines, and deter- 
mined to continue supporting him in his 
high and difficult task—a task which 
Maj.-Gen. Otis has thus far so suc- 
cessfully performed. Months ago—long 
before the noisy but ill-informed jour- 
nals of saffron hue found it out—the 
President had decided to retain the 
dauntless commander of the illustrious 
Eighth Army Corps in his position, and 
give him more soldiers to crush the 
senseless and unwarranted Tagal rebel- 
lion.

From Frederick A. Muhlenberg, the 
first, to Thomas B. Reed, the last, all 
the Speakers of the National House 
of Representatives have been native- 
born citizens. From present appear- 
ances, the next Speaker of the House 
will be David Bremner Henderson of 
Dubuque, Ia., a Scotchman by birth. 
Although the Speakership of the House 
is regarded as next to the Presidency 
in power, and only a little further be- 
hind in dignity, the people as a whole 
rarely take much interest in the selec- 
tion of the member to fill that post. 
The members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, however, are more solicitous 
regarding the Speaker than they are 
regarding the President, because the 
Speaker has the power to make or 
mar the career of the member of the 
House who is of his party. The real 
business of the House is transacted by 
committees, the Speaker has the ap- 
pointment of all committees, and a 
place on a prominent committee, or on 
a committee to the work of which a 
member's tastes and qualifications are 
adapted, is the first step toward a suc- 
cessful Congressional career. Again, it 
rests in the discretion of the Speaker 
what member of the 356 on the floor he 
will recognize to address the chair. 
This is the greatest power of the 
Speaker, the one most subject to abuse, 
and the one that causes most heart- 
aches among the representatives of 
the people in Congress assembled. 

* 


Although the Speaker of the House 
is fully recognized as the most pow- 
erful official in the United States, next 
to the President, and always has been 
and doubtless ever will be one of the 
principal and most influential ieaGcers 
of his party, it is < singular fact that 
only one man who liilled the Speaker- 
ship has been elevated to the Presi- 
dency, and only one to the Vice-Presi- 
dency. James K. Polk’ was the only 
Speaker of the House to reach the 
Chief Magistracy, and Schuyler Col- 
fax the only Speaker to be elected 
Vice-President. Henry Clay is the only 
man who has been elected Speaker 
more than three times. Clay was 
elected Speaker of the Twelfth, Thir- 
teenth, Fourteenth, Fifteenth, Sixieenth 
and Eighteenth Congresses, or six times. 
Andrew .Stevenson of Virginia, Schuy- 
ler Colfax of Indiana, James G. Blaine 
of Maine, Samuel J. Randall of Penn- 
Sylvania, John G. Carlisle of Ken- 
tucky and Thomas B. Reed-of Maine 
were each elected three times. Thomas 
B. Reed of Maine and Galusha A. Grow 
of Pennsylvania, are the only Speak- 
ers elected to the next House of Rep- 
resentatives. Grow was Speaker from 
1861 to 1863, and was in retirement for 
a quarter of a century, when he again 
turned up as active and chipper as a 
youngster in his first term. 


David B. Henderson commanded an 
Iowa regiment in the civil war, and 
lost a leg on the field of battle. He is 
the most vehement Speaker in the 
House of Representatives. He does 
not speak often, but when he does, he 
talks to the point and generally make 
the fur fly. He is a robust partisan, 
who loves to spend his spare hours in 


friends at the social board or in the 
cloak-room, but who delights in tak- 
ing their “hides off’? on the floor of 
the House. He is the most popular 
man in the House, and has been for 
ten years. If he has an enemy, few 
people are awaré of it. He is the best 
singer in the House and one of the best 
story-tellers. With the possible ex- 
ception of Reed, Henderson can make 
the best short speech of any man in 
the House. Like Reed, he is not very 
successful at a’ long and elaborate ar- 
gument. He is regarded as an excel- 
lent lawyer and has been chairman of 


last two Congresses. ~-He is of florid 
face, has a profusion of dark hair, and 
wears a drooping mustache. For sev- 
eral years Henderson. wore a wooden 
leg and discarded his crutch. It was 
one of the events of Washington so- 
cial life to arrange Henderson, Sena- 
tors Butler and Hampton of South 
Carolina and Representative Stone of 
Kentucky in the same quadrille set. 
They have but one leg each, but were 
wont to move through the mazes of 
the dance as gracefully as if they were 
whole. But. Henderson’s dancing days 
were unhappily brought to a_ close 
about three years ago. The old wound 
became troublesome, it was found 
necessary to remove several pieces of 
bone and further amputate the limb. 
He suffered tortures during that pe- 
riod—a period of three months—and it 
is illustrative of the character of the 
man that through that terrible ordeal 
not an impatient or unpleasant word 
escaped him. Between paroxysms of 
pain he would tell funny stories, or 
felicitate himself upon not being as 
badly off as others he knew of. who 
were wounded during the war between 
the States. 


Henderson’s dissipations are few. It 
is his custom to take three drinks of 
whisky a day. His ‘mode’ is the long 
toddy. A fair drink of whisky, three 
times as much water and a spoon of 
sugar. He takes his first drink just 
upon dinner; the other two between 
dinner and bedtime. From this rule 
he never varies. He is one of the very 
best whist players in Washington, but 
does not like the game as well as he 
does poker. He has been a member 
for several years of what is known in 
Washington as Tom Reed’s Poker Club. 
This is composed, or was, of nine or 
ten members of the House, and a 
couple of newspaper correspondents. It 
was penny ante, with five cents ilmit. 
Reed’s idea was a game where no one 
could win or lose more than 60 to 70 
cents in a three or four hours’ sitting. 
Reed is passionately fond of the game 
of poker, but never engages a game 
where the limit is more than five cents. 
The membership of Reed’s Poker Club 
varied. For several years it was com- 
posed of Reed, Henderson, Cannon of 
Illinois, Cobb of Missouri, Bailey of 
Texas, Turner of Georgia, Boatner of 
Louisiana, Payne of New York and a 
couple of newspapermen. Only one 


Senator, Shoup of Idaho, was ever 
permitted to join this circle. A jack- 
pot representing 30 cents would be 


considered overwhelming, and the man 
who captured it was invariably de- 
nounced as a robber, a blackleg and a 
cormorant. Cobb was generally the 
luckiest player, and consequently came 
‘in for the greatest amount of abuse. 
Cobb is a millionaire, a Virginian, 
transplanted in issouri, an ex-Con- 
federate and an ex-president of the 
St. Louis Stock Exchange. When Cobb 
won, which was often, Reed and Hen- 
derson invariably denounced him as 
an unreconstructed rebel. Cobb used 
to say that he did not blame Hender- 
son. as he felt sure it was he who shot 
Henderson’s leg off; “but you, Reed,” 
he would say, ‘“‘never gave me @ chance 
to shoot at you, nor while I was a 
rebel did you ever shoot at me or 
any of my friends.”’ Between deals 
Henderson would sing a verse from 
the “Star Spangled Banner,” from 
“Columbia. the Gem of the Ocean,” 
“Dixie.’”’ ‘‘Marching Through Georgia,” 
“Bonnie Doon,” “The Battle Flag of 
the Republic,” ‘‘Annie Rooney,’’ or any 
old thing that crossed his mind. He 
has a magnificent voice and a soul for 
song. Of late years a favorite sone of 
his is “Moriarty.” Ben Butterworth 
taught him this and since. Butter- 
worth’s death he can never sing it 
without shedding tears. For the past 
eight years it has been the custom of 
the newspaper correspondents in the 
press gallery of the House, on the oc- 
casion of the sine die adjournment of 
each session of Congress, to sing 
“Praise God from Whom All Blessings 
Flow.” On these occasions. Henderson 
would lead from the floor of the House, 


and interested citizens of Chicago,

Henderson first elected to the 
Forty-eighth Congress. This was the 
Congress of which Carlisle was elected 
Speaker for the first time. William R. 
Morrison of. Illinois,,then a veteran 
member, brought out Carlisle in order 
to beat Sam Randall. When Carlisle 
was elected Morrison was the power 
behind the throne, and had about as 
much to do with the construction of 
the committees as the Speaker. Mor- 
rison knew Henderson in the army and 
felt very friendly to him. As a result 
Heiderson was put on the powerful 
Committee on Appropriations during 
his first Congress. This is an honor 
reserved for veteran mem- 
ers, as membership on the Ways and 
Means and Appropriations Committees 
is regarded as equal to the chairman- 
ship of an ordinary committee. He con- 
tinued to serve on the Appropriations 
Committee until the Fifty-fourth Con- 
gress, when he was made chairman of 
the Judiciary. 

' It is pretty well understood that 
Henderson’s methods of conducting the 
proceedings of the House will differ 
very materially from those utilized by 
Reed. Henderson is‘a believer in pub- 
lic improvements and liberal expendi- 
tures. He believes that the Speaker 
is the organ of the House and not its 
master. He believes that a majority 
of the majority party should direct 
the policy of the House. He is op- 
posed to an autocrat in the chair. He 
believes that the majority ‘of the 
House and not the Speaker should be 


held responsible for legislation. It is 
no secret, of course, that. Reed, as 
Speaker, would not recognize any 


member to move legislation to which 
he was personally opposed. An over- 
whelming majority of the Republicans 
favored the annexation of Hawaii. 
Reed was opposed to it, and stifled all 
efforts of members to bring the quesa- 
tion up. Reed has been opposed to 
the erection of public buildings and to 
River and harbor improvements, and it 
was only with great difficulty, and un- 
der threats of Republican rebellion, 
that the House has been permitted for 
six years past to consider legislation of 
this kind. It is undoubtedly a fact that 
for four years past a majority of the 
House has been in favor of the con- 
struction of the Nicaragua Canal: but 
Reed is opposed to that enterprise and 
has crushed all efforts to consider it. 

Here is where Henderson will differ 
ffom his predecessor. Henderson will 
unshackle the House and give a ma- 
jority a free hand to legislate. It was 
the universal understanding among the 
Republican members of the House that 
this was Henderson’s policy’ that 
Swept the opposition out of the way 
and placed him in the unique position 
of being practically nominated for 
Speaker of the House more than seven 
months before the convening of Con- 
gress.

MILWAUKEE NEXT YEAR. 


International Typographical Union 
to Meet There. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

DETROIT, Aug. 16.—The Interna- 
tional Typographical Union convention 
today selected Milwaukee as its next 
Place of meeting. The report of the 
Committee on Laws favoring the levy- 
ing of a special assessment upon mem- 
bers of not more than 50 cents in any 
three months by the executive council 
whenever the strike fund of the union 
Shall be below $20,000, was adopted. 

Discussion of the _ proposition to 
unionize and recognize’ the Chicago 
steretoypers was made a special order 
for Thursday afternoon. A supple- 
mental report to President Donnelly’s 
report was introduced, voicing the pro- 
test from H. H. Kohlsaat, proprietor of 
the Chicago Times-Herald against a 
sentence in the report attributing to 
him sentiments antagonistic to the 
I.T.U. Kohlsaat said he sympathized 
with trades unionism and would do 
nothing to antagonize unions, but that 
in the matter of the Chicago situation, 
in discussion of which the president’s 
report misquoted him, he must act with 
the Chicago Publishers’ Association. 

The situation referred to is the pro- 
jected idea of endeavoring to unionize 
all the allied printing trades in Chi- 
cago, which are at present employing 
both union and non-union labor in 
some branches. 

Committees are considering resolu- 
tions indorsing the Hague Peace Con- 
ference and declaring for establishing 
an international electrotypers’ and 
steareotypers’ union without the juris- 
diction of the 1.T.U. 


MEAT PRICES UP. 


New York Packers and Icemesx 
Freeze Out Retailers. 
{[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—The general 
committee of the New York Retail 
Butchers’ Association met last night 
and decided that an advance of at least 
3 cents a pound in the price of meat 
was imperatively necessary to protect 
retailers against. a heavy loss from the 
sharp advance in wholesale rates. In 
most retail stores the advance has al- 
ready been put into operation but the 
action of the committee will make it 
universal, and no hope is held out that 
the incre&se in price will be only tem-« 
porary. 

The Consolidated Ice Company has 
increased the price of ice to small con- 
sumers from 25 to 30 cents per 100 
pounds. It is not unlikely that the price 
will be still further increased.

In response to questions submitted 
by the Board of Education the City 
Attorney has prepared an opinion giv- 
ing the legal status of the school prop- 
erty in the Highland Park school dis- 
trict. He takes the position that with 
the annexation of a portion of that 
district the realty in the annexed 
portion became the property of the 
city, as the city is a school] district in 
itself. The money that is apportioned 
to the district, however, remains the 
property of the district and cannot be 
reached by the city. Property and 
money to the amount of several thou- 
sand dollars are involved in this mat- 
ter. 

The heads of the various city depart- 
ments will confer with the City Coun- 
cil, sitting as a committee of the whole, 
tomorrow afternoon, to equalize the 
reductions that have been made in 
the department estimates by the City 
Auditor. Upon this conference will in 
great measure depend the allowances 
which will be made to the departments. 

The committee which is in charge 
of the decorations of the streets of San 
Francisco has wired its thanks to this 
city for the prompt response to its re- 
quest for donations of palm and other 
leaves. It is probable that this city 
will send nearly a carload of the 
decorations asked for. 

City Attorney Haas has gone to San 
Francisco to consult the Chief Justice 
of. the Supreme Court with a view to 
advancing on the calendar of that court 
the case which involves the manner 
of proceeding in street openings.

CITY ATTORNEY'S OPINION AS TO 
HIGHLAND PARK SCHOOLS. 


City Owns the Land, but the Old 
District Gets the County Money. 
Los Angeles Thanked by San 
Francisco—Conference on City 
Finances. 


Ever since the recent annexation to 
the city of Garvanza the question of 
the legal status of the property belong- 
ing to what is known as the Highland 
Park school district has been a source 
of considerable speculatjon with the 
members of the city Biszrd of Educa- 
tion. There was a. dispute as to 
whether the annexatjyn changed the 
boundaries of the school district, and 
if it did whether the city -board 
was obliged to provide teachers 
and money to defray expenses 
in that part of the city. The 
_ board recently submitted the matter to 
the City Attorney, and he answered the 
question put to him.’ That did not sét- 
tle the matter in their minds, and they 
submittea a long list of inquiries as to 
whether the realty in the district be- 
came a part of the city, and what was 
to be done with the county school 
money which, had there been no ap- 
portionment, would have gone to that 
school district. To the school authori- 
ties these questions aré important as 
upon them depends the receipt and the 
expenditure of a large sum of public 
money. With reference to the ques- 
tions put to him the City Attorney has 
prepared an opinion on the matter, of 
which a portion follows: ; 

“In reply to your communication of 
the 9th inst., in which you ask for in- 
formation in answer to certain ques- 
tions concerning the disposition of the 
property of the Highland Park schoo] 
district, arising out of the recent an- 
nexation of a portion of that district to 
the city, I submit the following: 

“The answers to the questions pro- 
posed are not entirely free from diffi- 
culty, owing to the fact that the stat- 
utes of our State do not cover a case 
like the one under examination. In the 
absence of legislative enactment we 
must, therefore, have recourse to tHe 
adjudicated cases that have come be- 
fore the courts of the various States 
Where a similar condition exists in or- 
der that we may apply the principles 
therein laid down so far as they are in 
point to the particular state of facts 
growing out ef the partition of High- 
land Park school district. 

“The recent annexation of a portion 
of Highland Park school district is in 
reality nothing more nor less than an 
alteration of the boundaries of two 
contiguous school districts. Highland 
Park and the city, in relation to schoo] 
affairs, stand on an equal plane before 
the law. They are both schoo! districts, 
and the annexation to the city is sim- 
ply an alteration of the boundary be- 
tween the two, by cutting off a portion 
of one and adding or annexing it to the 
other. The nature of school districts 
in contemplation of the law, has been 
fully determined. They are public cor- 
porations of a quasi-municipal charac- 
ter, and they possess only such powers 
as have been conferred upon them by 
the Legislature; so long, therefore as 
there remains in existence as a duly- 
organized school district, its dimin- 
ished size and population can make no 
difference in this discussion. 

act which provides the ma- 
chinery for annexing contiguous ter- 


ritory provides that after the neces- 


sary steps have been taken, ‘thence- 
forth such annexed territory shall be 
to all intents and purposes a part of 
such municipal corporation.’ The cor- 
poration of Los Angeles being also a 
school district it, of course, follows 
that the annexed territory becomes in- 
corporated in the municipal school dis- 
trict; and is as much a part thereof to 


territory. 


as to the real proverty—the 
scheol buildings and the grounds on 


erty has followed the territory in 
which it is situated into the city, and 
has become an integral part of thé 
property of Los Angelés school district. 
Otherwise we would be confronted with 
the. anomalous situation of Highland 
Park school district owning, althéugh 
it could not use, a schoolHouse outside 
of its limits. To your question as to 
whom the buildings and grounds be- 
long we are of the opinion that, under 
the terms of the annexation act and 
decisions of the courts, they passed 
and now belong to the Los Angeles 
city school district, and are, therefore, 
under your jurisdiction. 

“As to the money and personal prop- 
erty, we are obliged to give a different 
answer. We do not attach serious im- 
portance to the fact that school was 
maintained in the district four 
after annexation was completed. 
could have had no bearing upon 
property rights involved herein. The 
funds of the Highland Park school dis- 
trict are in the hands of the County 
Treasurer, and consist of unappor- 
tioned school moneys to the credit of 
the district. These funds cannot be 
placed to the credit of any other dis- 
trict than the one to which they were 
originally apportioned. It is the school 
district that they have been appor- 
tioned to and not the individuals com- 
posing it. The district of Highland 
Park is a distinct legal entity, and its 
identity has been in no respect im- 
paired in the eyes of the law by the 
annexation of a part of it—even though 
it be by far the greater part—to the 
city. 

“It will be apparent that the only 

basis for the apportionment of school 
moneys to the several. districts in 
every instance is the next preceding 
school census and the average attend- 
ance during the preceding school year. 
The census and the average attendance 
determines the amount each districi is 
entitled to during each school year, 
and fix its status for the next ensuing 
year. Annexation went into effect June 
16 last. The apportionment for High- 
land Park for the school year which 
began July 1 last will necessarily be 
made upon the basis of the school cen- 
sus of last April, and the average at- 
tendance in the districts during the last 
preceding school year. This will lead 
to the creation of an additional sur- 
plus in the funds of Highland Park be- 
cause of the lessened expenses occa- 
sioned by the great shrinkage of the 
number of children in the district since 
the census by reason of annexation. 
We see no way of avoiding this under 
the law. It would have been a very 
simpke thing to have provided a way 
out of this useless difficulty, but since 
the Legislature has not Seen fit to pro- 
vide for the case, we cannot make good 
the defect in the law. 
“Our conclusion is, therefore, that the 
money which will be hereafter appor- 
tioned to Highland Park on account of 
census children and average attend- 
ance of the past school year will he- 
long to that district, and to a division 
of it Los Angeles city school district 
can make no claim.”

Commissioner 
Kuhrts said there would be no objec- 
tion to granting this petition as the lot 
is of great depth, and the additional 
cost would be only that of constructing 
a driveway from the street to the 
house. The petition will therefore be 
granted. 

Assistant Chief Smith, who is acting 
Chief in the absence of Chief Moore, 
reported that during the past week the 
department had responded to only one 
alarm of fire. That was on South 
Grand avenue, the fire being the burn- 
ing out of a chimney flue, causing no 
loss whatever. 

The plans for the new engine-house 
near Sixteenth and Hill streets are to 
be changed so as to permit of the con- 
struction of an extra horse stall. The 
engine to be placed in that house is 
one of large size, and it will be neces- 
sary to have three horses to draw it, 
especially during the rainy season.

FHANKED LOS ANGELES, 
San Francisco Apprectates Prompt 
Response to Request, 

It is expected that the response of 
Los Angeles to the request of the Com- 
mittee on Decorations at San Francisco 
for a shipment of palm leaves and 
other similar foliage to be used in dec- 
orating the streets of that city on the 
occasion of the return of the California 
troops from the Philippines, will 
amount to a full carload. When the 
request was received, President Silver 
of the City Council, then acting Mayor, 
at once responded that this city would 
gladly send all that could be collected. 
The park department will furnish a 
large part of the leaves to be sent, but 
private citizens will also add to the 
supply. Yesterday Superintendent 
Garey of the park department had sev- 
eral men at work collecting the kinds 
of leaves desired, and several wagon- 
loads were brought to the City Hall. 
This morning several teams will be 
sent into the residence sections of the 
city to gather up what the citizens are 
willing to give.

Heads of Departments to be Heard 
by the Finance Committee. 

In order that the ideas of the heads 
of the several city departments may 
be had as to the apportionments to 
be made auring @he coming fiscal year, 
the Finance Committee will hold an 
open meeting tomorrow afternoon for 
the purpose of hearing from the va- 
rious officials as to what amounts they 
should be given and in what particular 
their estimotes may be reduced with- 
out crippling the departments.

It will be the effort -of the Finance 
Committee and the other members of 
the Council to equalize these differ- 
ences. In addition to the department 
allowances there are a number of items 
of expense which have not been con- 
sidered in the Auditor’s report ond 
which the Council will have to provide 
for. The session tomorrow afternoon

PIPED UPON THE HEAD. 


A CONTRACTOR ALLEGED TO HAVE 
BEEN ASSAULTED. 


George W. Laing the Worse Off for 
Wear from a Piece of Pipe Said 
to Have Been Wielded by Wil- 
liam Snoddy. 


A complaint was sworn to in the 
Township Court yesterday afternoon, 
charging William Snoddy with assault 
with a deadly weapon. The person al- 
leged to have been assauledt is George 
W. Laing, a contractor, who lives at 
No. 1603 Toberman street. J. lL. Berry 
of No. 1228 Avenue 20, is the complain- 
ing witness, and is said to be a part- 
ner of Laing in the contracting busi- 
ness. 

The episode that promises to mean 
s0 much trouble to somebody occurred 
Tuesday afternoon about two ‘miles 
north of El Monte where Laing & Berry 
are engaged in boring some wells. It 
is stated that the contracting firm had 
recently made some sort of a trans- 
action with another concern in the com- 
munity, with which Snoddy is said to, 
be connected, whereby Laing & Berry 
acquired the right to some pipe or other 
material necessary in their well-boring 
work. 

Tuesdey afternoon Laing went over 
to Snoddy’s premises to get what. he 
and his partner had purchased. Just 
as he was entering a shed, Snoddy is 
alleged to have struck Laing on the 
head with a piece of pipe, cutting a se- 
vere gash, besides striking him in sev- 
eral other places about the person. 

No bad blood or difficulty is known to 
have existed between the men prior to 
the alleged assault. Berry said yester- 
day that the only thing of such a na- 
ture was some sort of litigation in 
which they may have become involved. 
No conversation of any kind whatever 
is known to have taken place before the 
men met in the shed, for the reason 
that Laing is said to have come upon 
his alleged adversary~ unexpectedly. 
Berry is avowed in averring that the 
alleged’ assault was without provoca- 
tion. 


FIFTY THOUSAND DOLLARS. 
What Lawyer Kemp Wants for a 
Ducking at Catalina, 

John W. Kemp, Esq., on account 
of an unpleasant occurrence at Santa 
Catalina Island last Monday, has be- 
gun suit against the Banning -Com- 
pany and J. B. Banning, praying for a 
judgment for damages in the sum of 
$50,000. Mr. Kemp states in his com- 
plaint, which was filed yesterday after- 
noon, that the bottom of Avalon Bay 
slopes gradually from the high-tide 
line far out into the bay, so that at low 
or mean tide there is a wide strip of 
tide lands left bare by the receding 
waters. On August 14,-while he was 
upon these tide lands, he alleges that 
Mr. Banning, acting for himself and 
as the duly authorized agent of the 
Banning Company, under the com- 
pany’s express instructions, and as- 
sisted by a lot of employés under his 
immediate direction, willfully and ma- 
liciously assaulted him in a rude and 
violent manner. It is further alleged 
that, with intent to do Kemp great 
bodily harm, Banning “did pull, haul, 
etrike, beat, bruise, shove and mal- 
treat’”’ him, tearing his clothes and se-

Two Young Men Charged with Rob- 
bery Discharged. 

John Sebastian and William Oleson,’ 
two young men of this city who have 
been under surveillance since July 3 
for alleged robbery, were ordered dis- 
charged by Judge Fitzgerald yesterday 
on motion of Deputy District Attorney 
McComas. The complaining witness 
is a dyer by the name of Edward 
Berjes, who prior to the Fourth of July 
got on a celebrating jollification, and 
sallied forth with a bag of gold contain- 
ing $250.

When the rise of 
copper became known in the East, 
however, these ‘‘cash’ rose to a pre- 
mium and were consequently sold and 
from circulation, greatly 
to the embarrassment of the small 
merchants. In some of the large com- 
mercial centers an effort was made to 
supply the deficiency, but it did not go 
very far after the authorities found 
out that copper needed to coin or 
stamp the equivalent of a silver tael 
in “cash” cost from 1% to 1% taels. 
Chinese provincial authorities are not 
likely to do business at a loss for the 
benefit of the public, and so the em- 
barrassment continues. A reduction in 
the weight or size of the ‘“‘cash’’ would 
not be tolerated by so conservative a 
people as the Chinese. The issue of 
subsidiary silver coin is talked of, but 
it would take a long time to bring this 
about, and even then it is doubtful 
whether the people would take the new 
coins. The problem is not an easy one 
to solve under the conditions existing 
in China.

‘Well, it is so, just the same. Why, 
if you ever happen to go to San Cris- 
tobal Castle you will see a gun (a can- 
non) which was rewarded (pieces of 
ordnance in the Spanish army being 
punished as well as rewarded for be- 
havior) for sinking one of the English 
war vessels when the city was attacked 
a hundred years:ago. That cannon 
has been knighted by Her Majesty and 
is entitled to be called ‘His Excellency,’ 
like a regular general, and whenever 
we pass it we have to present arms.” 
Since then I have been asking every 
officer whom I knew whether the story 
was true or not, and they have all, 
affirmed what the soldier said. The last 
one I asked was a cavalry officer, who 
answered thus: 
“Well, some time ago they used to 
punish and reward all artillery imple- 
ments in the army, You know how well 
Moro Castle behaved when the Dutch 
attacked this city two centuries ago. 
Well, Moro has been knighted since 
then, and you probably hear the band 
playing the ‘‘Marcha Real’ every aft- 


ernoon, the same march. they play 
when the Governor-General’ 
proaches.” 


I have seen a good many mules sen- 
tenced to death for having kicked either 
officers or privates, and a Spanish sol- 
dier told me that while he was at 
Cadiz, Spain, he saw a large rified gun 
‘sentenced to death” for having bursted 
and killed some gunners with the 
breech block, and it was smelted and 
made into another gun. I am told, too, 
that at some arsenals and castles, or 
there are lots of pieces “‘doing 

me.,”’

CHARACTER IN FACES. 
How Forehead and Eyes Are Indica- 
tore of Mental Force. 
{Public Opinion:] A head justly pro- 
portioned to the rest of the body shows 
steadiness and force of character; too 
large, it generally indicates grossness 
and stupidity, too small, feebleness and 
ineptitude of mind, if not of constitu- 


tion. The physiognomy of a forehead 
is seen in the form of the frontal, bone, 


irregularity; this marks the disposition 
and measure of our faculties, our fash- 


nomy should be studied in the cover- 
ing skin, its color, wrinkles, tension 
cr relaxation; this gives a clue to the 
passions, the actual state of the spirit 
within, 
natural gifts. Foreheads, seen in pro- 
file. are divided into three classes; 
projecting above, flat on the eye- 
brows; retreating from behind devel- 
oped brows, and perpendicular. Broad- 
ly speaking, those with prominent eye- 
bones act promptly, on the judgment, 
perhaps passion, of the moment. Yet 
they err but rarely, for their gifts of 
intuition and rapid deduction seldom 
‘fail to guide them rightly. High fore- 
heads, lacking some part of this quick 
spirit, pause, consider and weigh the 
matter before taking action. Less 
passionate, less imaginative, less re- 
sourceful, they cahnot afford to make 
mistakes. Short foreheads, promifient 
brows, belong to the man of action; 
high, well-developed temples to the 
man of thought. A perpendicular, flat 
forehead with wrinkeless skin stretched 
tightly across it, may be briefly dis- 
missed as the forehead of the fool. 
Eyebones which project so sharply as 
to cause the hair of the brows to bristle 
outward, show immense acuteness and 
genius for intrigue. Li Hung Chang, 
the great Chinese Minister, and Prince 
Rismarck are-good examples of this 
class. A forehead square on the tem- 


| ples and retreating into the hair on 


either side is a sign of retentive mem- 
ory and excellent judgment. Lord 
Kitehner of Khartoum has the.typical 
‘forehead .of a leader of men. Short, 
compressed, with prominent eyebones 
and thick, straight brows, square and 
receding’on the temples. A man with 
this forehead could not fail to judge 
character or circumstance with quick- 
ness and accuracy, to store such ob- 
servations in a tenacious memory, and 
to act upon his conclusion with prompt- 
ness and decision. 

Eves, mirrors of the soul, may, per- 
haps, be considered more beautiful and 
attractive than any other feature. 
Dividing them into two great classes, 
light and dark, it has been said. that 
the dark indicate power, the light, de!- 
icacy. Black eyes, so called—for theyv 
are really of so deep an orange that 
they appear black contrasted with the 
white surrounding them—are tropical. 
Sometimes they seem dull and sluggish, 
but for the forces they betoken are 
only slumbering, so that any chance 
spark may set them ablaze. With 
such eyes the intellect will be powerful 
and the passions strong. Clear blue 
eyes belong to temperate regions. Other 
intellectual indications being equal, 
what, they may lack in power and pas- 
sion they will make up in subtlety and 
versatility. Hazel eyes show steadiness 
and power of constant affection; green, 
cat-like orbs, though frequently fas- 
cinating, are dangerous, for they are 
a sign of coquetry and dedeit. The 
eyes of genius are said to be of varying 
tints, like the sea, sometimes blue, 
tinged with green or orange, in cer- 
tain lights, or when affected by emo- 
tion, deep and almost dark. These are 
but few of the infinite varieties in tint. 
It should never be forgotten that eyes 
are more capable of misleading than

WHY MONEY CHEAP. The 
pronounced decline in the rate of in- 
come from first-class investments dur- 
ing recent years was no doubt partly 
due to the increasing amount cf capi- 
tal competing for. such investments. 
One would have expected, however, 
* that o decided reversal of this tendency 
would have come about in a period of 
great industrial activity such as ihe 
resent, says the ‘American Banker, 
ut eas yet there are no indications of 
an early chonze of ihat sort. Here we 
are having o higher scale cf prices in 
many things, end a most encouraging 
outlook for industrio!] enterprise, and 
yet no sign that capital for investment 
in general securities is ;retting scarce 
because employed in other directions. 
Tale the recent sale of $1,000,000 3-ver- 
cent. water bonds by the city..of Cin- 
cinnati. These securities were  dis- 
posed of at a price which net the in- 
vestors an annual rate of interest of 
2.84 per cent.! Here is a municipal 
bond bearing but 3 per cent. interest 
quoted above per. A veneration ago 
the interest would have had_ to be 
over double that rate to secure a rat- 
ing of equal credit. There is a theory 
that when money can be borowed at a 
low roie the profits of trade are bound 
to be:low, because competitors will 
arise through the use of borowed 
money if profits are much higher than 
the rate for loans. But this ‘s “ot 
practically true in every industrial sit- 
uation. We are at the present mo- 
ment engaged in greatly narrowing 
the practical application of the theory 
by a consolidation of small individual 
concerns into immense corporations. 
It is far more difficult to organize 
competition against: concerns with mil- 
lions of capital than it is against in* 
dividuals having but thousands. Com- 
asmall scale with such 
concerns is shoiwn ito be impossible 
by the very necessity which forces the 
Smaller independent concerns io join 
the trust. The cost of management 
of a $100,000 concern is not propor- 
tionally less than that of one having 
$1,000,000 capital. Consequently, it 
means a saving of money in this and 


in other ways, to do business on the 
larger scale.

Fahr., crusher test, $14 per ton at point 
of delivery. 

For ripe Ma)vasia and Mission grapes 
of the same standard, $12 per ton. 

For grapes falling below 22 deg., the 
price to be reduced 50 cents per ton for 
each degree or fraction of a degree of 
Sugar below 22 deg. (Ballins,) and 
down to and including 20 deg. 

For grapes falling below 20 deg. 
Sugar (Balling,) the price to be reduced 
$1 per ton for each degree or fraction of 
a@ degree of sugar below 20 deg. (Ball- 
ing) down to and including 19 deg. 

For grapes below 19 deg. sugar (Ball- 
ing,) the price shall be 50 cents per ton 
for each full degree of sugar contained 
therein, according to Balling’s scale. 

For second-crop wine grapes the 
price shall be 75 per cent. of the fore- 
going scale for first-crop grapes. 

For damaged grapes, not sound or 
merchantable, or such.as will not make 
good wine, but suitable for distilling, 
$7 per ton. :

FRENCH PRUNES AND WAL- 
NUTS. A letter from Bordeaux to the 
Fruit Grower on the ,.prune crop of 
France says it is expected that the 
yield will be about 250,000 French quin- 
tals, or over 25,000,000 pounds, Ameri- 
can count, if the weather continues as 
favorable as at present The fruit is 
expected to be generally large, and it is 
anticipated that there will be a great 
many more 70-75s to the half kilo than 
100-105s, and that the quality will be as 
ati as last year’s, which was excel- 
ent. 

Furthermore, the crop is said to be 
80 precocious this season that the fruit 
will put in an appearance on the first 
markets about the beginning of 
August, though prices may not be 
firmly fixed until about the middle of 
the month. In any case it seems cer- 
tain that high prices will prevail, 
though there is no sign at present to 
guide me in fixing same; some expect 
the 80-85s to the half-kilo will be 
worth about f.40 to f.45 per 50 kilos (110 
pounds.) 

In regard to French walnuts the crop 
of Mayettes, or Grenoble wdlnuts, is 
reported light this year, and spot 
prices will probably be about f.80 to f.82 
per 100 kilos. Marbot and Corne wal- 
nuts are, however, said to be a full 
‘crop, which should compensate largely 
for the falling off in Mayettes. It is 
anticipated that Marbots will be ob- 
tainable on the spot at f.28, f.29 and 
f.30, and Cornes at f.23, f.24 and f.25 
per bag of 50 kilos (110 pounds) net. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
AMERICAN GLASS. Taken as a 
whole, the American glass industry is 
but 40 years old, says the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. Some glass was man- 


ufactured in this country prior to that. | 


but most of it came from the old coun- 
tries. It has only been within the last 
twenty years that the nation has really 
met her own demands, and it is but 
within the last five or six years that 
practically all foreign glass has been 
shut out. The last to fall before the 
growth of home industry was the mir- 
ror plate. Ten years ago the United 
States was sending $2,000,000 per an- 
num to France and Germany for her 
looking-glass.

GUILTY BY A JURY.

Resisted an Officer in the Discharge 
of His Duty—Mrs. Yda Addis 
Storke-Jackson in Court—A Big 
Mortgage Filed. 


SANTA BARBARA, Aug.  16.—[Regular 
Correspondence.}] A verdict.of guilty was 
returned by the jury in the case of Mrs. 
Frances Broome, on trial in the Superior 
Court all the week, charged with resisting 
an officer in the discharge of his d@uty. 
There was a geensational incident in the 
court. this morning when the verdict was 
read, and the jury polled, and ope juror 
disagreed. ~ The jury were sent back and 
this afternoon a verdict of guilty was re- 
turned, 

Mrs. Broome is a wealthy English woman, 
and has lived here a number of years. Her 
home in Miceltorena street is one of the 
finest mansions in. town. Last April an 
order was made by the City Council to the 
Marshal and Street Superintendent to fre- 
move a hedge about Mrs. Broome’s piace, 
that, according to the city survey, extwnded 
sixteen feet into the street. When the offi- 
cers, with workmen, arrived to carry out 
the orders, they were met by Mrs. T}:oome 
and her gardener, a Spaniard, she 21 med 
with a pick-ax and the gardener with a stick 
and revolver, and ordered off the premises. 
Mre. Broome declared that they were tres- 
passing on her.property, and attempted. by 
force to drive them away. She struck first 
a deputy, then Marshal Martin, with | 
mattock. She was then placéd under ar- 
rest and lecked up for a few hours in the 
City Jail, a humiliation which she declared 
she would bring .to the attention of the 
Engljsh government, as she was a citizen of 
Englend. During the trial she admitted 
striking the officers, saying that she meant 
only to drive them from her property. When 
the verdict was read her attorney’ gave 
notice of a motion for a new trial. This 
will be argued August 31, the day upon 
which sentence will be passed.

Wreckage Which the Mexican, Gov- 
ernment Did not Want Removed. 
Boats Must Exhibit Lights—City

SAN DIEGO, Aug. 16.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The schooner Anita made port 
yesterday, having on board quite a miscel- 
laneous cargo. Among the most interest- 
ing things on board were the remains of the 
cargo of Prof. A. W. Anthony's echooner, 
Stella Brland, which was wrecked near 
Magdalena Bay on March 18, of thig year. 
This consists of 1170 cases or thirty tons 


of dynamite, sails, anchors, chaing and 
other wreckage from the schooner. At the 
time of the wreck the Mexican officials 


would allow Prof. Anthony to remove noth- 
ing, but on his return to Ensenoda he en- 
tered a protest to the United States Vice-

LONG BEACH. 
Alleged Dendly Assault on a Col- 
lector—Vital Statistics, 
LONG BEACH, Aug. 16.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] After a pretiminary examina- 
tion of his case before Justice Rosecrans, 
this afternoon, M’ A. Remick was held to 
answer before the Superior Court on a 
charge of assault with a deadly weapon. 
The offense is ‘alleged to have been ¢am- 
mitted last “hursday with an ax. There 
are two sides to the story and both of 
them were given a hearing through the me- 
dium of small clouds of witnesses today. 
The complainant is D. P. Thayer, a col- 
lector for the Long Beach Development 
Company. Remick, previous to the time of 
the trouble, occupied a tenting space in the 
camping colony on land controlled by the 
company on the west beach. Remick was 
employed at maintaining the cleanliness of 
the grounds. It was determined on the part 
of the company that Remick should be dis- 
charged and that notice should be given 
him to vacate his quarters on the grounds. 
Thayer wes sent to serve the notice. 
Thayer says that when he told Remick 
to leave, Remick replied in surly fashion, 
“I'll fix you,’’ and struck at him with a 
broomstick. Thayer knocked Remick down 
with a hand and held him there, but at the 
request of A. Yarnell, a Los Aigeles nur- 
seryman who was standing near the place, 
let him go. Thayer alleges that Remick 


then went into the tent and came out witt 


an ax in his hands menacing Thayer. 
Theyer caught hold of the ax, and after a 
scuffie, that weapon was removed by the by- 
stander, who threw it away. ' 

Remick's statement is to the effect that 
Thayer gave him notice to leave The place 
at once. He replied that he could not move 
immediately and thereupon Thayer jumped 
from his buggy, followed him to the tent 
and with a strong epithet eaid: “I'll show 
you.’’ Remick says that in self-defense he 
grabbed the broomstick and Thayer knocked 
him down and kicked him. Remick also 
swears that when Thayer approached the 
tent he told Thayer to keep away. After 
he had been knocked down he says that 
Thayer let him go and he went after the 
ax. He declares that in handling the wea- 
pon he had no intention of striking Thayer, 
but used the ax merely for the purpose 
of keeping Thayer off. 

Charles Collins testified of Remick having 
told him that he, Remick, had -been dis- 
charged. Remick said to him that he was 
going to take a club and an ax to Thayer, 
and if Thayer bothered him he would ‘‘shoot 
the stuffing out of Thayer.’’ Remick swears 
that he doesn’t remember having made any 
such statement to Collins. °
